INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


OF 

HON.  IRVIN  BESSE 

Delivered  January  8,  1908. 


Gentlemen : 

For  the  fi.fiy-eig'bth  time  in  the  life  of  the  city  of  New- 
ouryport  these  simple  inaugural  exercises  mark  the  coming 
into  power  of  the  new  city  government.  Profiting  by  the 
succeiSB  and  failures  of  thoise  who  have  preceded  us,  we 
stand  at  the  threshold  of  the  year  1908  determined  to  make 
ourselves  worthy  of  the  trust  imposed  on  us. 

To  assist  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  our  city  and  to 
administer  the  duties  of  office  carefully  and  conscientiously 
is  an  interesting  and  valua'ble  experience.  Our  appreci'a- 
tion  of  honor  conferred  on  us  by  the  voters  can  best  be 
shown  by  faithfully  performing  the  duties  which  we  have 
this,  day  voluntarily  assumed. 

Custom  has  made'  this  an  occasion  on  which  the  mayor 
may  lay  before  you  statements  of  the  city’s  condition,  and 
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on  w'hich  he  may  express  his  views  on  such  conditions  and 
piesent  plans  for  future  advancement. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  city  debt,  taken  from 


the  books  of  the  city  treasurer  : 

Total  bonded  debt  of  the  city $827,000.00 

Amount  of  trust  fund  notes 79,750.00 

Notes  issued  in  tiiiticipation  of  taxes 48,475.00 


Total  $955,225.00 

Funds  in  hands  of  sinking  fund  commission  to  meet 

the  bonded  debt  229,875.09 


Balance  $725,349.91 

Deduct  cash  on  hand,  taxes  and  betterments  due,  and 

other  assets  129,211.18 


Leaves  a net  debt  of $596,138.73 


For  further  details  I refer  you  to  the  city  treasurer’s  and 
auditor’s  report,  and  urge  a careful  study  of  the  same. 


PAY  AS  YOU  GO. 


The  amount  of  overdraft  disclosed  by  the  treasurer’s 
books  at  the  close  of  the  last  financial  year^  December  21, 
1907,  Was  $12,915.90.  This  amount,  with  bills  withheld, 
and  in  dispute,  if  justly  due,  will  amount  to  more  than 
$16,000.00  to  be  provided  for  by  the  appropriation  of  this 
year.  We  have  also  $2800.00  of  matured  funded  debt  and 
interest,  a legacy  of  a faulty  policy,  incurred  by  bonding  a 
debt  which  should  have  been  paid. 

It  is  provided  by  the  law  that  $12.00  per  thousand  tax 
^evy  and  income  from  legitimate  sources  shall  yearly  pay  the 
yearly  current  expenses  of  municipal  government.  It  is  our 
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duty  'to  keep  the  expenses  within  the  authorized  'amount. 
The  income  has  been  reduced  $20,000.00  by  closing  the  sa- 
loon. Either  the  expenses  of  our  city  must  be  reduced  by 
new  and  more  economical  methods  of  city  administration, 
or  else  the  tax  limit  must  be  raised. 

I am  strongly  opposed  to  the  increase  of  our  bonded 
debt  for  any  other  cause  than  perman'ent  improvements. 
By  the  harmonious  cooperation  of  the  legislative  and  execu- 
tive officers  of  this  year’s  city  government  much  can  be  done 
to  improve  these  conditions. 


TAXATION. 


The  two  savings  banks  and  the  Co-operative  bank  of 
Newburyport  have  in  deposits  and  surplus  $10,000,000  in 
round  numbers.  This  amount  sfhows  not  only  the  thrift  of 
the  community  but  also  the  confidence  the  people  place  in 
out  institutions.  This  amount  is  visible  and  is  taxed  legally 
and  justly. 

The  real  estate  and  perso'nal  property  taxed  by  the 
board  of  assessois  amounts  to  $11,270,311.00,  of  which 
amount  $317,361.00  are  resident  bank  Shares.  It  is  my  firm 
belief  that  a large  amount  of  personal  property  and  taxable 
income  escapes  the  vigilance  of  the  assessors,  and  though 
we  are  diligently  trying  to  stop  small  leaks,  the  tax  dodger 
takes  annually  fnnn  the  city’s  exchequer  the  biggest  kind  of 
graft.  A bodv  of  men  well  informed  in  these  matters,  or- 
ganized to  co-operate  with  the  assessors,  would  bring  about 
such  just  law  enforcement  by  their  zeal  that  Newburyport 
would  be  proud  of  the  innovation  and  her  sister  cities  would 
doubtless  imitate. 
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SALARIES. 

To  deteriiiiiK'  fairly  and  justly  t'lie  salary  of  any  officer, 
it  is  necessary  to  'have  his  duties  well  defined.  To  that  end 
I recommend  a careful  enactment  and  revision  of  ordinances 
uhich  shall  stale  clearly  the  work  required.  Such  a revision 
will  save  demands  made  for  extras,  which  are  now  so  preva- 
lent. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I suggest  the  choice  of 
a superintendent  of  highWa}^  who  shall  also  act  as  tree 
warden,  superintendent  of  street  sprinkling,  superintend- 
ent of  sewers  and  vffio  shall  apportion  the  betterments  for 
street  sprinkling,  etc.  All  the  colleotions  for  taxes,  water 
rates  and  betterments  can  be  made  at  city  hall  by  a col- 
lecter  and  one  assistant.  I believe  that  the  city  treasurer 
should  be  a separate  person  from  the  coTlecter,  and  should 
be  the  custodian  of  all  the  city  funds. 

Though  this  suggestion,  if  carried  out,  would  create 
another  office,  the  salaries  could  be  adjusted  so  that  no  in- 
creased expenditures  would  be  incurred  thereby.  I urge 
here  your  consideration  of  the  consolidation  of  some  of  the 
other  minor  offices,  for  the  interest  of  better  service  and 
less  expense. 

I agree  with  the  recommendations  of  mv  predecessors 
that  the  city  clerk  should  have  an  assistant  who  is  a 
stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  the  two  clerks  should  of- 
ficiate at  the  meetings  of  the  city  council  and  its  'Com- 
mittees. In  addition  to  his  other  duties,  the  assistant  clerk 
should  do  such  work  for  the  other  departments  as  ty]Dewriter, 
now  done  at  a great  deal  of  outside  expen'se. 


POLICE. 

Rules  defining  the  duties  of  officers  and  of  men  in  this 
department  should  be  immediately  promulgated  and  strictly 
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adhered  to  by  the  force.  If  the  civil  service  means  anything, 
it  means  that  the  police  should  be  kept  out  of  politics ; but 
in  this  respect  it  has  been  shoivn  to  be  a lamentable  failure 
in  our  city,  with  regard  to  a large  number  of  the  force. 

A policeman’s  beat  should  not  be  a playground,  nor 
should  his  time,  when  he  is  assigned  to  patrol  duty,  be 
occupied  in  making  social  calls  or  in  extended  conversations 
on  the  street'^'  on  topics  other  than  police  matters.  During 
this  year,  political  activitity  or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  police  will  be  considered  good  cause  for  discipline  or 
removal. 

As  a measurf  of  retrenchment,  I recommend  a smaller 
appropriation  for  the  department,  and  shall  assign  few^er 
men  to  patrol  duty.  Today,  by  means  of  the  telephone,  a 
great  many  complaints  are  sent  to  headquarters,  thus  elimi- 
nating, in  pai't,  the  necessity  of  patrol  duty. 

Though  there  is  a question  in  regard  to  the  interpreta- 
tion of  the  written  law  relative  to  the  reduction  of  the  force, 
it  is  certainly  the  law  of  reason  that  the  most  efficient  men 
should  be  retained  and  only  such  members  employed  as  our 
needs  require  and  our  income  warrants. 

STREETS.,  SIDEWALKS,  BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS. 

A liberal  amount  has  been  expended  in  these  depart- 
ments for  years,  and  I recommend  that  thorough  repairs  be 
made  in  them  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of  travel,  and  that 
no  new  work  bo  undertaken^  until  such  repairs  are  thorough- 
ly made. 

If  any  new  work  is  to  be  done,  I call  your  attention  to 
the  brick  sidewa'lks  on  State  street,  between  Pleasant  street 
and  the  Market,  which  are  used  for  travel  more  than  any 
other  highways  in  an  equally  poor  condition. 

I believe  the  superintendent  whom  you  elect  should  be 
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given  absolute  charge  of  the  repairs,  since  his  experienc 
enables  him  to  judge  better  than  anyone  else  could  where 
repairs  are  most  needed. 


STREET  SPRINKLING. 


It  is  mv  c-pinion  that  the  city  will  be  benefited  by 
sprinkling  its  streets,  employing  the  city  teams  in  districts 
adjacent  to  the  engine  houses. 

Such  an  arrangement  would  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
tire  department,  and  I urge  your  early  investigation  of  the* 
matter  so  that  we  may  be  prepared  for  action  before  the 
dust  flies 


CITY  TEAMS. 


I recommend  a careful  and  separate  account  of  the  main- 
tenance of  this  department,  with  proper  credits  for  work 
done  on  the  streets,  ashes,  sprinklers,  etc.,  and  I recommend 
further  that  the  balance  of  profit  or  loss  be  charged  to  the 
Hre  department,  in  whose  interest  the  horses  were  purchased. 

SEWERAGE. 

For  more  than  fifteen  years  we  have  enjoyed  a prac- 
tically complete  system  of  sewerage,  and  though  we  are  not 
a finished  city,  we  are  in  advance  in  this  respect  of  many  of 
our  sister  cities.  This  system  is  enjoyed  by  nearly  three 
thousand  entri-.;S  without  any  betterment  tax,  or  annual  fee 
for  its  use.  It  is  maintained  at  a very  slight  expense  and 
the  small  annual  tax  levy  for  payment  of  the  cost  of  con- 
struction is  scarcely  felt. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


I recommend  the  immediate  authorization  of  an  issue  of 
$75,000.00  in  serial  bonds  to  provide  the  mater  commis- 
sioners with  funds  sufficient  to  go  to  the  Articihoke  river 
for  an  additional  water  supply,  and  to  provide  for  the  neces- 
sary storage  and  proper  filtration  of  the  same. 

I am  led  to  recommend  this  in  view  of  the  assurance  of 
all  the  eminent  engineers  that  have  investigated  this  matter 
that  the  supply  is  ample  for  our  needs,  and  by  the  fact  that 
the  source  of  supply  and  method  of  filtering  are  approved  by 
the  state  board  of  health. 

Moreover,  I recommend  that  the  legislature  be  petitioned 
for  a codification  and  amendment  of  the  water  acts  of  the 
city,  so  that  tlr.  ambiguous  portion  shall  be  made  clear  and 
the  duties  of  the  water  commissioners  and  of  the  city  clearly 
defined. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Regarding  the  efficiency  of  men  and  equipment  our  fire 
department  is  second  to  that  of  none  of  our  sister  cities  of 
like  size.  With  a recently  purchased  Knott  steamer  and  two 
rebuilt  Amoskeag  engines  the  apparatus  is  made  especially 
complete  for  oui  needs. 

These  facts  and  the  knowledge  that  most  of  our  manufac- 
turing plants  are  protected  by  automatic  sprinklers  Should 
be  sufficient  to  reassure  us  if  we  have  fears  of  a conflagra- 
lion. 

Since  no  hose  was  bought  last  year,  the  necessity  of 
purchasing  1500  feet  of  hose  is  imperative,  and  I recommend 
that  an  order  be  passed  instructing  the  committee  on  fi- 
nance to  provide  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the 
same. 
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PUBLIC  PROPERTY. 

I am  of  t'he  opinion  that  a large  portion  of  the  appropria- 
tion available  for  this  department  is  needed  on  the  outside  re- 
pairs and  painting  of  the  public  huildings.  A very  notice- 
able case  it  that  of  the  Curtis  school,  which  is  sadly  in  need 
of  painting  and  shingling  or  slating. 


LIGHTING. 


One  of  the  large  expenditures  of  our  appropriation  is  that 
for  lighting  our  streets  and  public  buildings,  and  we  should 
demand  the  best  possible  service.  In  the  interest  of  improve- 
ment I am  convinced  that  the  practice  in  vogue  in  some 
cities  of  having  all  electric  arc  lights  on  a loww  plane  by 
placing  the  arc  light  on  sidew^alk  posts  with  an  arm  extend- 
ing into  the  street  is  much  better  in  our  thickly  w^ooded 
streets. 

Great  improvements  can  be  made  in  the  present  system 
by  trimming  the  low^er  branches  of  many  of  our  trees,  w^hicii 
w’hen  in  foliage  greatly  obstruct  the  light. 

A hanasome  premium  might  be  offered  the  janitor  or 
custodian  of  a public  building  showdng  the  largest  per  cent. 
I ^ saving  in  gas  consumption  for  a given  length  of  time. 

SCHOOL,  POOR  AND  HEALTH  DEPARTMENTS,  PUB  IC  LIBRARY, 
PUBLIC  PARKS. 


The  conduct  of  the  schools,  the  poor  and  health  depart- 
ments, the  public  library  and  the  public  parks  is  placed  in 
the  hands  of  boards  outside  of  the  city  council,  and  though 
you  will  have  to  consider  their  needs  in  making  your  appro- 
priations, you  have  but  little  voice  regarding  the  expendi- 
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tures.  W'hilo  tlie  city  has  ever  been  hberal  in  these  depart- 
mients,  you  will  carefully  consider  their  needs  in  making 
appropriations. 


OTHER  EXPENDITURES. 

Newburyport  was  one  of  the  first  cities  to  respond 
cheerfully  with  more  than  her  quota  of  voiunteers  at  the 
time  of  the  rebellion.  She  has  ever  been  re'aldy  and  willing 
to  provide  for  the  need  of  those  men  who  responded  so  nobly 
to  that  call  The  soldiers’  relief,  payable  entirely  from  the 
treasury  of  the  city,  is  justly  intended  to  prevent  soldiers  or 
their  widows  from  becoming  paupers.  This  provision  is  in 
addition  to  any  government  pension  state  or  military  aid, 
and  amounted  last  year  to  $7,082.82.  It  should  be  the  pride 
of  every  soldier  and  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  see  that 
this  appropriation  meets  no  abuse.  To  this  end,  I recom- 
mend that  the  individual  cases  of  the  beneficiaries  be  re- 
viewed. 

Last  year  $324.15  were  expended  under  the  department 
of  inspection  of  plumbing.  Although  a careful  examination 
of  the  plumbing  of  buildings  is  for  the  geenral  welfare,  it  is 
largely  in  the  interest  of  the  owner  of  sudh  buildings,  and 
I believe  that  the  individual  should  pay  the  inspection  fee, 
and  thus  rid  the  city  of  the  expenditure  mentioned  above. 


ACCOUNTABILITY. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinances  in  force,  I urge  the  univer- 
sal use  by  all  authorized  persons  of  a duplicate  order 
system  in  all  jairchases  or  intsructions  that  incur  indebted- 
ness upon  the  city.  Such  orders  should  state  the  authority 
for  the  same  and  the  appropriation  to  w^hich  the  expense  is 
to  be  chargefi. 
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The  original  order  4iould  accompanv  the  bill  for  ap- 
})roval,  and  ihe  duplicate  order  should  be  deposited  with 
the  city  clerk  ^'or  auditing,  in  exchange  for  his  dated  receipt. 

A coininittee  of  the  city  council  is  fthe  agent  of  the  city 
councii,  but  it  is  limited  in  its  pawers  to  "what  the  larger 
body  authorize.'^  it  to  do.  Unless  a oominittee  is  given 
power  to  spend  money,  its  duty  is  to  investigate  and  report 
to  the  city  council,  asking  for  that  power.  The  mayor  or 
the  treasurer  o-'  a city  has  no  right  to  approve  bills  con- 
tracted by  a committee  of  the  council  unless  that  committee 
has  been  duly  authorized  to  make  suCh  expenditures  by  its 
jjrincipal. 

^Much  credit  is  due  to  the  present  city  auditor  for  his 
faithful  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  have  been 
especially  arduous  the  past  year  because  of  the  new  system 
of  accounting.  I wish  to  express  publicly  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion of  his  services  and  also  my  gratitude  to  the  other  officers 
in  the  several  departments  for  their  courtesies. 

CONCLUSION. 

Since  this  is  a time  that  calls  for  serious  reflection  and 
firm  resolve,  I look  back  with  pride  on  the  twenty-five  years 
that  I have  been  o citizen  of  Newburyport.  I have  seen  the 
general  introduction  of  water  and  sewerage  in  our  city  and 
the  rebuilding  of  miles  of  macadamized  roads.  I have  seen 
new  sidewalk.;  built  from  one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other. 
I have  seen  new  schoolhouses  built  and  others  remodelled. 
^11  these  and  many  more  milestones  are  splendid  monu- 
ments on  tbe  i;  arch  of  our  progress.  In  view  of  all  our 
advantages  ai"d  blessings  the  spirit  of  contentment  should 
reign  supreme. 

Although  salisf action  is  not  warranted  by  the  existing 
conditions,  disi^ouragement  or  even  indifference  would  be 
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fatal.  Armed  with  courage  and  vigilance,  we  stand  as  mem- 
bers of  one  bi'otherhood  to  work  side  by  side  for  tihe  best 
interests  of  our  city. 

Let  the  g’‘cat  responsibility  given  to  us  be  an  incentive 
and  stimulus  to  persevere.  L^t  us  stand  firmer  when  the 
fight  goes  hard,  and  act  fearlessly  and  steadfastly  according 
to  the  dictates  of  our  conscience.  Let  us  hope  that  by  so 
doing  our  management  of  these  noble  duties  will  be  a tribute 
to  our  personal  integrity  and  a credit  to  the  city  we  serve — 
our  beloved  Newburyport.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

HEALTH 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  ; — The  board  of  health  begs  leave  to  submit 
its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908,  to- 
gether with  reports  from  the  several  departments  under  its 
charge. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  contagious  dis- 
eases over  last  year,  the  number  being  231,  against  124  cases 
last  year.  The  increase  was  in  typhoid  fever,  measles, 
whooping  cough  and  tuberculosis;  while  there  were  fewer 
eases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever. 

A change  was  made  in  arrangement  for  the  collection  of 
garbage  this  year,  persons  'being  granted  permits  to  collect 
from  houses  in  the  eight  districts,  into  which  the  city  was  di- 
vided. 

The  plan,  with  a few  exceptions,  has  worked  satisfactorily 
and  resulted  in  a financial  saving  to  the  city. 

Herewith  is  suhmitted  the  reports  of  the  agent  of  the 
board,  inspector  of  animals  and  provisions,  inspector  of  milk 
and  vinegar,  inspector  of  plumibing  and  bacteriological  lab- 
ratory.

NEER OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


7^0  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council 
of  the  City  of  Neiuburyport, 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  rules  governing 
the  fire  department,  I have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the 
annual  report  of  the  department  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1908,  together  with  a list  of  the  members  of  the  de- 
partment with  their  rank,  age,  residence  and  occupation,  a 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenses,  fires  and  alarms,  losses 
and  insurance,  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained,  with  such  rec- 
ommendations as  I think  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  depart- 
ment. 

During  the  year  the  department  has  responded  to  106 
alarms,  23  of  which  were  bell  alarms  and  81  still  alarms  and 
two  thermostat. 

The  total  loss  by  fire  during  the  year  was  $27,051.01,  and 
the  amount  of  insurance  carried  was  $247,243,  this  included 
both  bell  and  still  alarms, 

FORCE  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

The  force  of  the  department  consists  of  a chief,  three  as- 
sistant chiefs,  80  call  men  and  two  permanent  men  at  the 
Central  fire  station. 
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APPARATUS 

'The  apparatus  consists  of  two  second-class  Amoskeag  fire 
engines,  one  second-class  Amoskeag  fire  engine  (in  reserve), 
one  second-class  Nott  fire  engine,  five  hose  wagons,  and  two 
ladder  trucks  (one  in  reserve),  three  pungs  and  one  set  of 
runners  for  ladder  truck  for  winter  service,  one  supply  wag- 
on, one  four-wheel  hose  carriage  (in  reserve),  and  one  exer- 
cise wagon,  which  is  loaded  at  alt  times  and  ready  to  respond 
to  an  alarm  when  needed. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition  with  the  exception  of 
La'dder  1,  Engine  1 and  the  supply  wagon.  I would  recom- 
mend that  Ladder  1 be  thoroughly  overhauled  and  painted 
and  Engine  1 and  the  supply  wagon  should  also  be  painted 
the  coming  year. 

This  department  is  in  great  need  of  a combination  hose 
and  chemical  wagon  and  I would  recommend  that  the  exer- 
cise wagon  of  Hose  1,  which  is  centarlly  located  and  which 
has  answered  80  percent  of  the  alarms  the  past  year,  be  re- 
built to  carry  two  35-gallon  chemical  tanks  and  1000  feet  of 
hose.  The  expense  of  this  would  be  comparitively  small  and 
it  would  be  a great  benefit  to  the  department. 

HOUSES 

The  houses  of  the  department  are  in  immediate  need  of  re- 
pairs, especially  would  I call  your  attention  to  the  condition 
of  Hose  7,  on  which  some  action  should  at  once  be  taken. 

HORSES 

The  horses,  which  are  controlled  by  the  highway  depart- 
ment, and  are  used  by  the  fire  department  only  in  case  of  fire, 
are  in  excellent  condition,  a new  pair  being  purchased  this 
year  for  Engine  2.  Hose  1 horse,  which  is  contrdlled  by  the 
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tire  department,  is  kept  constantly  at  the  Central  fire  station 
and  answers  all  alarms  in  the  day  time  and  in  districts  at 
night,  and  is  a great  benefit  to  the  department. 

HOSE 

There  are  8500  feet  of  2 1-2  inch  rubber  lined  hose  in  the 
department.  Some  of  this  has  been  in  service  from  10  to  16 
years.  This  amount  is  the  smallest  the  department  has  had 
for  25  years,  and  I would  recommend  the  purchase  of  1500 
feet  as  soon  as  possible.  This  will  bring  the  amount  up  to 
10,000  feet,  which,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  the  smallest 
amount  carried  by  the  department.  In  order  to  keep  the  sup- 
ply always  on  hand,  I would  recommend  the  placing  of  a 
standing  order  with  some  reliable  hose  dealer  to  replace 
shorts  of  hose  as  soon  as  they  become  useless. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  has  been  greatly  improved  the  past  year 
by  the  laying  of  larger  water  pipes  through  Beacon  avenue, 
Lincoln,  Oak  and  Chestnut  streets,  Bromfield  to  Noyes’  comb 
shop.  Pond  to  Low  street.  Hill  and  Pond  to  Dalton  street,  and 
would,  no  doubt,  prove  of  great  benefit  in  both  sections  of  this 
part  of  the  city  should  a 'large  fire  occur. 

HYDRANTS 

We  have  at  the  present  time  237  hydrants,  six  of  which 
have  been  added  the  past  year,  and  I would  recommend  the 
placing  of  more  large  size  hydrants  for  the  good  of  the  de- 
partment. 

RESERVOIRS 

There  are  19  reservoirs  fed  from  Frog  pond,  which  are  al- 
ways reliable,  two  of  which  have  been  added  the  past  year. 
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one  at  Market  street,  near  Dodge  Brothers,  and  the  other  near 
the  foot  of  Federal  street,  which  will  no  doubt  prove  of  value 
to  the  department.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  HIGHWAYS,  SEWERS  AND  PARKS 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Newburyport : 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  operations  and  expenditures  of  the  departments  of 
highways,  sewers  and  parks,  during  the  municipal  j^ear 
. of  1908. 

HIGHWAY  MAINTENANCE 

This  department  has  been  conducted  as  economical!}  as 
existing  conditions  would  allow.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
expenses.  No.  3’s  single  cart  has  had  new  rear  wheels  and  ax- 
les ; No.  2’s  single  cart  has  had  new  perches  put  in  and  No. 
3’s  double  cart  has  had  new  rear  tires.  There  have  been  sev- 
eral new  parts  bought  for  harnesses,  such  as  collars,  reins,  etc. 
All  of  the  harnesses,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  on  No.  3’s 
double  team,  have  been  in  use  for  10  to  20  years  and  are  in 
poor  condition. 

I would  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  double  and  one 
single  harness  during  the  coming  year.  This  would  allow  a 
spare  harness  for  use  when  the  old  ones  need  oiling  or  repair- 
ing. 

I would  also  recommend  that  all  of  the  carts  be  painted 
during  the  winter  and  that  provisions  be  made  for  the  paint- 
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ing  of  all  the  ^leds  during  next  summer.  This  would  pre* 
serve  the  same  and  reduce  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

I would  recommend  that  a shed  be  erected  for  the  storage 
of  the  property  of  the  highway  department  when  not  in  use, 
such  as  carts,  sleds,  road  machine,  sweeper,  etc.,  and  that  it 
be  built  large  enough  to  store  culvert  pipe  and  brick,  also  the 
sand  for  use  in  winter. 

At  the  present  time  the  city  is  paying  $25  a year  for  a shed 
to  store  only  the  carts  and  sleds.  The  brick,  pipe,  etc.,  are 
kept  in  the  open  pit  and  enough  is  broken  and  stolen  in  five 
years  to  pay  for  the  expense  of  building  a shed. 

The  prices  of  hay  and  grain  have  been  exceedingly  high 
throughout  the  year. 

No.  2’s  engine  horses  have  been  sold  and  as  yet  no  new 
ones  have  been  purchased  to  replace  them. 

A new  horse  should  be  purchased  for  No.  3’s  hose  carriage. 
I believe  it  is  more  economical  to  sell  the  horses  as  soon  as 
they  begin  to  show  signs  of  unfitness  for  service  rather  than 
wait  until  they  are  practically  useless.  Bv  selling  at  the  for 
iUer  time  a price  could  be  realized  for  them  nearly  siifhcien< 
to  purchase  new  ones  to  nil  their  places. 

I would  recommend  tliat  the  stable  supplies  be  bought  in 
bulk  such  as  brooms,  grease,  harness  soap,  etc.  'J'his  would 
save  a few  dollars  each  month. 

I would  also  recommend  that  the  horses  be  shod  at  places 
as  near  'their  respective  engine  houses  a«  is  feasible. 

NEW  WORK  AND  REPAIRS 


There  has  been  more  new  macadam  work  done  during  the 
past  year  than  for  several  years.  On  Curzon  Mill  road  1 200 
feet;  on  Merrimac  street  from  Butler  to  Woodland  street,  450 
feet;  on  High  street,  from  AVoodland  to  Chapel,  with  tarvia, 
675  feet;  total,  2325  feet. 
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The  following  streets  have  been  rebuilt  with  gravel: 

Merrill  street,  the  whole  length,  with  new  paved  gutter  on 
lower  side; Franklin  street,  from  Water  street  to  Purchase  street; 
Carter  street,  100  feet;  Court  street,  the  whole  length;  Unicorn 
street,  150  feet;  Olive  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Russia 
street;  Charles  street,  the  whole  length  North  Atkinson  street, 
150  feet;  Vernon  street,  100  feet;  Pond  street,  from.  Greenleaf 
street  to  Hill  street;  Dalton  street,  the  whole  length;  Brown 
street,  100  feet;  Parsons  street,  the  whole  lengtn;  Marlboro  street, 
from  Hancock  street  to  High  street;  South  Pond  street,  the  whole 
length;  Thread  Needle  alley;  Neptune  street,  the  whole  length; 
Hancock  street,  100  feet;  Curzon  Mill  road,  1500  feet;  Bartlett 
court,  100  feet. 

Five  new  cement  clossings  have  been  laid  as  follows : 

On  Pleasant  street,  at  the  head  of  Inn  street. 

Across  Merrimac  street,  at  the  foot  of  Broad  street. 

At  the  junction  of  Brown  street  and  State  street. 

Across  Water  street,  at  Charles  street. 

At  the  junction  of  Middle  street  and  State  street. 

A stone  crossing  has  been  laid  at  the  junction  of  Ocean 
and  Warren  streets. 

The  crossing  at  the  foot  of  Merrill  street  has  been  regraded 
as  has  also  the  one  at  the  foot  of  Hale’s  court. 

There  are  many  slab  crossings  in  the  city  that  are  posi- 
tively a nuisance.  They  do  not  perform  the  duty  for  which 
they  were  intended,  but  make  a place  for  water  and  mud  to 
collect  because  they  are  lower  than  the  grade  of  the  street. 
They  are  likewise  a continua'l  annoyance  to  teams  and  carri- 
ages. I believe  it  would  he  an  appreciated  improvement  if 
these  crossings  could  be  removed  and  be  replaced  by  new 
ones,  even  though  they  be  built  of  cheap  meterial,  until  it 
should  be  deemed  wise  to  build  cement  ones. 

A new  road  roller  is  a necessity  as  the  old  one  was  con- 
demned by  the  state  inspector  of  boilers  and  is  beyond  repair. 

I would  recommend  that  a road  roller  be  purchased  im- 
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inediateily  to  be  delivered  by  May  1,  and  that  the  amount  of 
$3000  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

The  following  streets  should  be  repaired  or  rebuilt: 

Inn  street;  Market  street  between  Pleasant  and  Merrimac 
streets;  Pleasant  street  between  Market  and  Titcomb  streets; 
High  street  between  State  and  Winter  streets;  Atwood  street; 
Merrimac  street  from  Woodland  to  Broad  streets;  Kent  street; 
Broad  street;  Oakland  street;  Merrimac  street  from  Break  o’  Day 
Hill  to  Chain  Bridge. 

I would  suggest  that  the  state  be  requested  to  make  the 
Moseley  avenue  a state  highway. 

There  has  been  a special  effort  made  during  the  past  year 
to  keep  the  streets  clean,  but  without  the  support  and  co-op- 
eration of  the  general  public,  this  cannot  be  properly  done. 
It  seems  to  be  the  custom  of  some  persons  to  use  the  streets  as 
a place  for  refuse.  The  ordinances  relating  to  streets  should 
be  rigidly  enforced. 

More  care  should  be  taken  in  the  sprinkling  of  streets  so 
that  too  much  water  will  not  be  applied  to  the  macadam 
roads,  as  water  and  mud  are  the  most  destructive  elements  to 
such  roads. 

I believe  it  would  be  a great  improvement  to  do  away  with 
the  double  track  on  Merrimac  street.  This  could  be  avoided 
by  having  the  electric  cars  go  up  State  street,  through  Pleas- 
ant street  to  Market,  thence  down  Market  street  to  Merrimac 
street,  or  follow  the  line  up  Titcomb  street  through  Wash- 
ington street  to  the  depot,  thence  down  Winter  street.  This 
matter  could  be  taken  up  fith  the  street  railway  company 
and  some  better  arrangements  made  than  are  in  practise  at 
the  present  time. 

In  a few  years  the  city  will  be  in  need  of  a new  gravel  pit. 
I would  suggest  that  the  city  government  take  such  steps  to 
locate  and  purchase  such  a pit. 
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ASHES  AND  RUBBISH 

There  should  be  sume  rules  and  regulations  made  to  gov- 
ern this  department.  These  should  be  printed  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  each  household. 

The  question  of  a new  dumping  ground  will  soon  be  of  se- 
rious moment. 

Three  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  loads  of 
ashes  and  rubbish  and  397  loads  of  paper  have  been  handled 
during  the  year. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  EDGESTONES 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  is  inadequate  for 
its  needs.  There  was  a special  appropriation  of  $800  made 
for  the  sidewalk  on  State  street.  This  walk  was  laid  of  vitri- 
fied brick  on  a cement  foundation  and  is  the  most  economi- 
cal walk  for  a place  where  there  is  so  much  travel. 

The  coming  year  this  walk  should  be  extended  on  Pleasant 
street,  to  Inn  and  down  State  street  to  the  Market. 

The  followdng  walks  have  been  built: 

Brick  sidewalk  with  concrete  foundation — State  street. 

Brick  sidewalk — Parsons  street,  59  feet. 

Cement  sidewalk — Hale’s  court,  120  feet;  Lime  street,  30  feet. 

Concrete  sidewalk — Harris  street,  37  yards;  Horton  street,  36 
yards. 

Gravel  sidewalk — 150  feet  on  High  street;  Oakland  street,  both 
sides  from  Merrimac  to  Monroe  street;  Tyng  street,  lower  side, 
1000  feet;  Broad  street,  200  feet;  Walnut  street,  50  feet;  Jack- 
son  street,  from  Collins  street  to  Woodland  street;  Woodland 
street,  from  Dexter  street  to  High  street;  Johnson  street,  900  feet; 
Merrill  street,  both  sides,  whole  length;  Russia  street,  Merrill 
street  to  Kent  street;  Kent  street,  Merrimac  street  to  Congress 
street;  Olive  street,  Merrimac  street  to  Washington  street,  lower 
side;  Olive  street,  Merrimac  street  to  Plum  street,  upper  side; 
Vernon  street,  both  sides,  whole  length;  Dove  street,  400  feet; 
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Warren  street,  Merrimac  street  to  Monroe  street;  Strong  street, 
upper  side,  500  feet;  Atkinson  street,  lower  side,  whole  length; 
North  Atkinson  street,  300  feet. 

Cinder  sidewalk  with  gravel  top — Harrison  street,  both  sides; 
Madison  street,  from  Hancock  street  to  Purchase  street;  Beacon 
avenue,  1200  feet;  Oak  street,  100  feet;  Toppan  lane,  600  feet; 
Collins  street,  whole  length;  Carter  street,  100  feet;  Warren 
street,  from  Monroe  street  to  Ocean  street;  Broad  street,  100  feet; 
Moseley  avenue,  1000  feet;  Eagle  street,  300  feet;  Barton  street, 
100  feet. 

Crushed  stone — 150  feet,  Carter  street;  300  feet,  Bromfield 
street. 

A great  many  improvements  could  be  made  in  t'his  depart- 
ment to  reduce  its  expenses  and  increase  the  beauty  of  the 
streets.  The  most  noticeable  of  these  could  be  made  on  streets 
where  the  sidewalks  are  very  wide  and  there  are  rows  of  trees 
along  the  edgestones.  The  brick  btween  the  trees  could  be  re- 
moved and  grass  plots  or  parking  be  laid  in  their  places.  This 
would  beautify  the  streets  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  trees. 
There  would  be  sufficient  brick  obtained  from  this  source  to 
do  all  the  brick  repair  work  of  the  city,  as  nine-tenths  of  the 
brick  are  hardly  worn  at  all. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  abuttors  would  be 
willing  to  keep  the  grass  cut  in  front  of  their  respective 
homes. 

At  this  time  I would  suggest  that  cement  concrete  be  used 
for  edgestones  and  sidewalks  wherever  possible,  also  that  this 
department  do  its  own  concreting. 


BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS. 


The  importance  of  this  department  is  not  half  realized  as 
nearly  all  of  the  work  is  under  ground.  There  is  consider 
able  money  wasted  each  year  by  extending  culverts  into  the 
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docks.  Since  there  is  no  general  plan  of  a culvert  system, 
outlets  have  been  put  in  promiscuously,  which  means  some 
unnecessary  expense. 

There  should  be  a plan  drawn  and  all  culverts  laid  to  con- 
form to  that  plan. 

Fifteen  hundred  dollars  should  be  appropriated  each  year 
over  and  above  the  regular  appropriation  for  subdraining  the 
streets,  beginning  on  State  street. 

The  following  culverts  have  been  laid  during  the  year: 

Two  culverts  each  24  feet  long  of  27-inch  pipe  on  Turkey  Hill 
road.  This  has  done  away  with  the  last  wooden  bridge  on  that 
road. 

One  on  Pond  Street  into  Frog  pond,  180  feet  long  of  15-inch 
pipe.  This  culvert  has  been  out  of  commission  for  six  or  seven 
years. 

The  culvert  at  the  Fiherloid  dump  has  been  extended  200  feet 
of  15-inch  pipe. 

The  culvert  at  the  foot  of  Marlboro  street  has  been  extended  14 
feet  of  24-inch  pipe. 

The  one  at  the  foot  of  Dove  street  has  been  extended  20  feet  of 
18-inch  pipe  and  the  brick  rebuilt  for  10  feet. 

Culvert  on  High  street,  near  Bromfield  street,  10  feet  of  18- 
inch  pipe. 

Two  new  catch  basins  and  a culvert  16  feet  long  of  12-inch 
pipe  have  been  built  at  Thread  Needle  alley. 

One  catch  basin  and  a culvert  16  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  on  Merrill 
street. 

The  culvert  from  Elm  street,  across  Merrimac  street,  has  been 
rebuilt. 

A new  catch  basin  and  culvert  18  feet  of  12-inch  pipe  at  Win- 
ter street  and  Washington  street. 

The  culvert  at  the  junction  of  High  and  Augurn  streets 
should  be  dug  up  and  a larger  one  put  in. 

The  culvert  at  the  junction  of  Low  street  and  Toppan 
Lane  should  be  rebuilt. 
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SEWERAGE 


Fifty-one  sewers  have  been  entered.  Eight  stoppages  in 
private  drains  have  been  cleared. 

In  the  main  sewer  three  stoppages  have  occurred ; one  on 
High  street,  caused  by  roots ; one  on  Market  square,  sludge ; 
and  the  other  on  Allen  street,  sludge. 

The  whole  system  has  been  thoroughly  flushed  by  hy- 
drant pressure  once  and  one  or  two  places  twice  where  it  was 
necessary. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  they  have  not  been  flushed 
as  often  as  I should  like  to  have  had  them.  However  the 
system  is  in  good  condition. 

I would  recommend  that  the  conductors  from  the  roofs  of 
the  public  buildings  be  connected  with  the  sewer. 
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PARKS 


By  a vote  of  the  park  commissioners  this  department  was 
placed  under  by  supervision  for  the  summer.  Fifty  Japan- 
ese barbary  bushes  were  set  out  at  Brown  square,  but  owing 
to  the  hot,  dry  season,  some  died. 

Five  large  beds  of  flowers  were  in  bloom  throughout  the 
season  which  was  an  increase  of  two  beds  more  than  the  cus- 
tomary number. 

In  Cushing  park  there  were  two  targe  beds  of  flowers  which 
caused  much  favorable  comment.  These  were  destroyed  be- 
fore the  summer  was  ended  by  mischievous  boys  who  ran 
through  them  and  trampled  the  plants. 

The  Mall,  which  is  naturally  a beautiful  place,  is  in  poor 
condition  at  the  present  time.  The  slopes  and  embankment 
should  be  returfed  and  lined  up.  If  $100  could  be  appropri- 
ated each  year  for  this  purpose,  in  a few  years  it  could  be 
made  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parks  in  this  vicintiy,  but  un- 
less the  persons  using  the  park  can  realize  the  necessity  of  us- 
ing the  gravel  walks  instead  of  the  grass  ground,  such  money 
would  be  wasted. 

It  would  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  park  if  the  wooden  steps 
could  be  removed. 

I would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a horse  lawn  mower 
to  be  used  in  the  parks.  This  would  reduce  the  expense  in 
keeping  the  grass  cut  and  allow  more  money  for  permaneiF 
improvements. 

All  of  the  parks  need  fertilizer  and  should  be  plowed  and 
sown  down  anew.  A few  shrubs  and  bushes  should  be  set  out 
each  year.

During  the  year  1908  the  expense  of  No.  I’s  single  team 
was  transferred  to  the  fire  department,  making  a decrease  in 
the  expenses  of  highway  department  of  $1000.  There  are 
outstanding  bills  amounting  to  nearly  $150.  These  two 
amounts  added  to  the  expenses  of  1908,  make  a total  of  $22,- 
121.39,  as  against  $28,665.20  for  1905. 

The  decrease  in  expenses  in  favor  of  1908  is  $6,543.81, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  'that  the  price  of  grain  has  increased 
over  40  per  cent,  the  price  of  hay  over  20  per  cent,  the 
drivers’  salaries  were  increased  25  cents  a day  and  the  labor- 
ers 20  cents  a day,  and  in  the  ashes  and  rubbish  department 
there  was  an  added  expense  of  $150,  caused  by  the  collection 
of  paper  on  Wednesdays. 

At  this  time  I wish  to  thank  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and 
members  of  the  city  council  and  the  public  in  general  for 
their  kindly  consideration  throughout  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  SOLICITOR. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Newhuryport: 

On  my  appointment  to  the  office  of  city  solicitor  in  Jan- 
uary 'last,  there  came  to  my  charge  the  following  cases  in 
which  the  city  was  a party : 

Dame,  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport. 

Varina,  et  al.,  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport  and  County  of  Es- 
sex. 

Edwin  F.  Hunt  vs.  City  of  New^buryport. 

Lun'borg,  admr.  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport. 

Parker,  admr.  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport. 

Beside  these,  there  are  several  cases  growing  out  of  the 
Felker  emhezzlement,  which  are  in  the  charge  of  the  city’s 
special  counsel,  Saltonstall,  Dodge  & Carter. 

The  case  of  Dame  et  ah,  vs.  City  of  NewUuryport  is  pend- 
ing before  Hon.  Harvey  R.  Dow  as  auditor,  to  whom  it  was 
referred  in  1903.  Two  hearings  have  been  held,  but  none 
during  the  last  year.  The  case  grew  out  of  the  late  Hon. 
Charles  C.  Dame’s  employment  by  the  city  in  its  water 
works  litigation. 

Varina  et  ais.  vs.  City  of  Newhuryport  and  County  of  Es- 
sex was  a writ  of  entry  brought  in  the  Land  Court  to  try  the 
question  of  title  to  the  land  on  w^hich  the  approach  to  the 
Newhuryport  bridge  was  built  on  the  Newhuryport  side. 
Two  hearings  were  held  on  January  6 and  7,  1908..  .The 
Land  Court  made  a finding  in  favor  of  the  tenants  from 
which  the  deman  dents  appealed.  After  some  negotiation  a 
settlement  was  made  by  the  county  with  the  demandents, 
without  expense  to  the  city,  on  the  city’s  conveying  its  right, 
title  and  interest  to  the  Winter  Street  landing  to  the  county. 
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In  consideration  of  the  city’s  so  doing  the  county  remitted  a 
disputed  balance  which  it  claimed  the  city  owed  it  for  money 
paid  on  its  bridge. 

Edwin  F.  Hunt  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was  a case  in 
which  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  for  flooding  his  cellar, 
No.  210  Water  Street  by  the  breakmg  of  a water  main  and 
the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  city  to  keep  clear  a drain  run- 
ning from  opposite  No.  210  Water  Street,  through  the  land 
of  the  plaintiff  to  the  Merrimac  river.  A verdict  for  the  city 
was  found  in  the  police  court  from  which  the  plaintiff  ap- 
pealed. There  was  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the  city  but  it 
appeared  that  the  drain  had  never  been  properly  authorized 
by  the  city  council,  and  the  plaintiff  could  put  the  city  to  a 
great  deal  of  expense  by  ordering  the  drain  to  be  removed. 
A compromise  was  effected  whereby  the  city  paid  Mr.  Hunt 
fifty  dollars  and  Mr.  Hunt  and  his  wife  executed  a grant  to 
the  city  to  maintain  the  drain,  released  all  claim  for  dam- 
ages and  agreed  to  exempt  the  city  from  any  future  damages 
from  the  drain. 

Lundborg  admr.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was  a suit  for 
$5000  penalty  for  the  death  of  the  plaintiff’s  intestate  from 
slipping  on  the  sidewalk  on  Titconlb  Street.  It  was  settled 
bv  payment  to  the  plaintiff,  his  costs  of  suit  or  twenty-five 
dollars. 

Parker,  admr.  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was  a suit  for  dam- 
ages resulting  from  the  overturn  of  the  plaintiff’s  wagon  on 
Ocean  Street.  An  offer  to  compromise  was  made  by  the 
plaintiff  and  refused  by  the  city.  The  suit  was  abandoned 
by  its  non-entry. 

The  case  of  Mary  A.  Fenton  vs.  City  of  Newburyport  was 
a suit  which  came  down  from  the  year  1894  and  which  was 
not  in  the  city  solicitor’s  papers,  but  was  called  for  trial  in 
the  Lynn  Police  Court  this  year.  No  evidence  could  be  ob- 
tained for  the  city  as  Supt.  Pritchard  was  dead  and  the  ac- 
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cident  on  Merrimac  Street  was  an  incident  lost  in  the  haze  of 
fifteen  years.  It  was  settled  for  $48.40  and  the  city  had  no 
evidence  to  dispute  the  plaintiff’s  claim,  which  was  for  twice 
this  amount. 

During  the  year  I have  been  called  upon  by  the  proper 
city  authorities  to  prosecute  cases  in  the  police  court.  Of 
these  22  were  for  violations  of  the  liquor  law.  There  were 
eleven  convictions  for  liquor  nuisances,  two  for  illegal  keep- 
ing, four  for  illegal  sale.  Five  were  acquitted  of  v’*hich 
three  were  joint  defendants,  with  others  w'ho  were  convicted, 
and  one  was  acquitted  because  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  sale  was  made  was  erroneously  given.  One  case 
for  the  illegal  sale  of  cider  was  reversed  on  appeal,  the  supe- 
rior court  not  upholding  the  lower  court’s  interpretation  of 
the  law.  There  was  one  conviction  of  carrying  a concealed 
weapon,  one  of  using  unregistered  milk  cans,  one  of  violation 
of  milk  can  law,  and  one  of  keeping  an  unlicensed  dog  prose- 
cuted by  me. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I was  called  upon  to  draw  a 
petition  and  bill  for  the  transfer  of  the  control  of  Chain 
Bridge  from  the  city  to  the  county  and  after  attending  sev- 
eral hearings  of  legislative  committees  the  bill  was  finally 
adopted.  I also  prepared  a petition  and  bill  for  modifying 
the  water  acts  of  the  city.  After  several  conferences  with 
the  water  commissioners  a compromise  act  was  substituted. 

Under  a vote  and  petition  of  the  city  officers  of  1907,  I 
was  ordered  to  appear  at  a hearing  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners on  the  question  of  installing  the  signal  bells  at  the 
Washington  Street  crossing  of  the  Boston  & Blaine  railroad. 
As  nobody  objected  to  their  being  installed  they  were  ordered 
in  by  the  commissioners. 

Early  in  the  year  I drew  an  order  for  the  issuing  of 
$75,000  of  bonds  for  the  extension  of  the  water  supply. 
When  the  legality  of  the  issue  of  these  bonds  was  passed 
upon  by  Messrs.  Story,  Thorndike,  Palmer  & Thayer  of  Bos- 
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ton,  in  behalf  of  the  City  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  which 
was  to  certify  to  their  validity,  an  order  was  sent  to  this  city 
repealing  my  order  and  passing  a substitute.  This  was  done 
without  my  knowledge.  I was  obliged  to  advise  the  mayor 
to  veto  the  order  as  its  passage  would  throw  away  any  power 
to  issue  $75,000  of  bonds,  inasmuch  as  the  legislature  in  its 
recodifying  the  water  act  had  repealed  any  power  of  the  city 
to  issue  water  bonds  except  for  $50,000  and  the  issue  then  in 
process  of  being  floated.  I notifled  the  above  law  Arm  of 
'this  provision  of  the  act  of  1908  and  received  from  them  a 
note  regretting  their  mistake  and  recommending  accepting 
the  bonds  as  originally  authorized. 

. I advised  against  the  payment  of  a claim  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Rowley  for  money  ana  necessities  furnished  Charles 
Lang  under  the  Soldiers’  Relief  statutes  in  response  to  a re- 
quest made  several  years  ago  by  the  city’s  Military  Aid  Com- 
mittee. Lang  had  no  legal  residence  here  and  payments 
made  in  his  behalf  were  made  under  a mistake  of  fact.  The 
case  was  tried  in  our  local  police  court  and  the  claim  amount- 
ed to  about  $300.  A verdict  was  found  for  the  city.  I 
would  recom'mend,  and  the  board  of  aldermen  for  this  year 
has  taken  the  Arst  steps  in  that  direction,  that  a bill  be  intro- 
duced .in  the  legislature  upon  petition  to  reimburse  the  city 
for  the  money  paid  through  a mistake  in  the  adjutant-gen- 
eral’s  office.  A sum  amounting  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
ought  to  be  recovered. 

I oollected  from  the  assignees  of  the  Cordage  Company, 
Messrs.  A.  S.  Apsey  and  J.  H.  Colby,  without  suit,  some 
$3300  back  taxes  due  the  city  from  that  corporation. 

I have  given  written  opinions  on  different  subjects  to  the 
school  board,  overseers  of  the  poor  and  nearly  all  heads  of 
departments. 

During  the  year  petitions  for  assessment  of  land  damage 
for  land  taken  in  extending  and  protecting  the  water  supply 
at  the  Artichoke  River  have  been  served  on  the  city  in  behalf 
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of  Helen  C.  ^loseley,  Mary  R.  Curzon,  Eliabeth  Marquand, 
et  als.,  Mary  E.  Emery  et  als.  These  are  returnable  the  first 
Monday  in  January  next  when  the  city  is  called  to  appear. 
I have  advised  the  water  commissioners  to  make  some  award 
in  these  cases  but  as  yet  nothing  has  been  done  by  them. 

A suit  of  John  J.  Currier  against  the  superintendent  of 
streets  and  sewers,  James  H.  Johnston,  originated  by  a claim 
that  the  latter  trespassed  on  the  former’s  land.  I advised 
that  the  city  was  not  liable,  buf  the  city  council  voted  to  de- 
fend the  superintendent.  At  present  the  case  is  pending  in 
the  Police  Court. 

I was  called  upon  to  sit  with  the  board  of  registrars  in  a 
nrotest  filed  by  Franklin  P.  Knight  to  the  placing  of  the 
name  of  Arthur  H.  Berry  on  the  ballot.  I have  also  been 
called  upon  by  the  last  named  board  to  advise  in  the  matters 
of  recount  for  mayor,  on  the  license  question,  alderman  for 
ward  three  and  school  committee  for  ward  one. 

My  disbursements  during  the  year  were  $62.43.

The  city  farm  during  the  past  year  has  been  under  the  care 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  H.  Twombley. 

An  average  of  40  persons  have  resided  in  the  home  during 
the  year  at  a cost  of  $2.61  per  week. 

INSANE. 

The  support  of  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptics  during 
the  past  year,  to  the  amount  of  $671.05  has  been  paid  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  care  of  the  poor. 

Dc.  1,  1908,  the  city  was  relieved  of  this  expense  which 
will  hereafter  be  assumed  by  the  state. — (Chap.  629  of  the 
Aots  of  1908.) 

OUTSIDE  RELIEF. 

Outside  relief,  which  last  year  was  granted  to  303  persons, 
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this  year  has  been  granted  to  291  persons  and  are  classed  as 
follows:  166  having  settlement  in  New'buryport,  95  having 
settlement  in  other  places,  30  having  no  settlement  in  the 
state,  making  a total  of  291  persons  who  have  been  assisted 
during  the  year. 


PRODUCTS  OF  CITY  FARM. 

The  products  of  the  city  farm  during  the  past  year  were: 
32  tons  hay,  150  bushels  corn,  30  bushels  onions,  40  bushels 
turnips,  325  bushels  potatoes,  25  bushels  beets,  20  bushels 
carrots,  150  squashes,  350,  cabbages,  1,000  pounds  of  hogs 
dressed,  400  pounds  of  lard,  800  pounds  of  butter. 


ATWOOD  AND  DEXTER  FUNDS. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Newhuryport. 

Gentlemen: — The  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
whom  is  intrusted  the  income  accruing  from  these  funds, 
would  respectfully  report  that  the  income  from  the  Dexter 
fund  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908,  amounting  to 
$90,  has  been  divided  among  three  overseers,  $30  to  each. 

The  income  from  the  Atwood  fund  $307.50,  has  been 
divided  in  a similar  manner,  giving  $102.50  to  each  over- 
seer, and  has  been  distributed  according  to  the  will  of  the 
donors  in  the  following  manner: 

DEXTER  FUND. 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund,  noth- 
ing remaining  over  from  last  year,  has  been  distributed 
among  12  persons,  in  sums  from  $2  to  $5  each,  nothing  re- 
maining over. 
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In  wards  three  and  four  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund  has 
been  expended  in  cash,  groceries  and  fuel  among  seven  per- 
sons, leaving  nothing  on  hand  of  this  fund  at  the  close  of 
the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  $30  of  the  Dexter  fund  has  been 
expended  among  10  persons,  leaving  nothing  on  hand  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 


ATWOOD  FUND. 

In  wards  one  and  two  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year 
$150.25 — $252.75,  has  been  expended  among  26  persons  to 
the  amount  of  $52.75,  leaving  $200  of  this  fund  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  three  and  four  the  income  from  the  Atwood 
fund,  $102.50,  with  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year, 
$80.47 — $182.97,  has  been  expended  among  18  families  to 
the  amount  of  $89.44,  leaving  $93.53  of  this  fund  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

In  wards  five  and  six  the  income  from  the  Atwood  fund, 
$102.50,  with  balance  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year 
$109.06 — $211.56,  has  been  expended  among  41  families  to 
the  amount  of  $87.42,  leaving  $124.14  of  this  fund  on  hand 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  December  31,  1908,  there  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  the  overseers .

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 


NeWburyport,  December  28,  1908. 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Library: 

In  pursuance  of  the  rule  that  the  librarian  shall  annually 
“make  a detailed  and  circumstantial  report’’  of  the  condition 
and  increase  of  the  library,  I submit  the  following: 

The  total  number  of  volumes  November  30,  1907,  was  re- 
ported as  43,870.  The  number  at  the  present  time  is  42,558. 
Some  years  since  a sort  of  clearing  house  for  government 
publications  was  established  at  Washington,  under  the  direc- 
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tion  of  a superintendent.  Recently,  the  superintendent  has 
asked  the  older  libraries  for  a return  of  such  public  docu- 
ments as  they  could  spare,  to  the  end  that  they  might  be  re- 
distributed among  newer  institutions  and  those  who  make  a 
specialty  of  such  collections.  As  it  happened  this  library 
was  overburdened  with  such  publications,  accrued  during 
its  more  than  half  century  of  existence,  many  of  which  sev- 
eral years  ago  were  transferred  to  the  basement.  By  a vote 
in  April  of  this  year  the  librarian  was  authorized  to  return 
to  the  government  all  old  public  documents  which  in  his 
judgment  were  of  no  value  to  the  library.  This  he  has  done, 
and  as  a result  2390  volumes  have  been  shipped,  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  library  save  the  trifling  sum  for  labor  in  taking 
the  heavy  mail  sacks  from  the  cellar.  No  books  were  re- 
moved which  appeared  to  have  inherent  value  to  us,  such  as 
the  scientific  publications  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
various  monographs  of  the  fish, geological,  ethnological,  labor 
bureaus  and  such.  In  this  connection  it  Should  be  noted 
that  in  the  neighboring  city  of  Salem  a regular  depository 
is  located,  where  any  government  publication  could  be  pro- 
cured in  a short  time  if  needed,'  and  that  books  sent  by  the 
government  to  any  public  library,  are  not  absolute  gifts  but 
title  to  this  property  is  still  retained,  in  theory  at  least.  But 
above  all  it  was  a favor  to  this  library  to  take  back  the  books, 
as  the  space  they  occupied  was  not  at  all  commensurate  with 
their  practical  value.  Rou^ly,  2400  such  books  would  call 
for  about  400  linear  feet  of  shelving.  The  library  con- 
tains many  hundred  other  books,  which  might  well  be  taken 
from  the  alcoves  and  shelved  in  the  basement,  where  they 
would  be  available  in  the  very  rare  case  of  any  one  being 
called  for,  and  much  shelf  space  would  thus  be  liberated  and 
could  be  used  for  the  natural  increase. 

There  were  added  during  the  year  1217  new  volumes, 
which  is  slightly  above  the  average,  so  that  the  natural  and 
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hea'l'thy  growth  of  the  library  has  not  been  interrupted,  set 
forth  more  in  detail  in  Appendix  G. 

The  registration  of  inhabitants  of  Ne\Ybur}^ort  and  New- 
bury qualified  to  take  books  from  the  library  is  7056,  an  in- 
crease from  6327  a year  ago,  of  whom  1104  hold  the  dupli- 
cate. card  entitling  them  to  draw  a second  book  providing  it 
is  not  fiction.  There  are  also  490  teachers’  special  cards. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  home  reading  is  again  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  library,  amounting  to  57,365 
volumes,  an  average  of  a fraction  less  than  188  a day  for  the 
305^/^  days  the  library  was  open  for  the  withdrawal  of  books. 
The  largest  number  drawn  on  any  single  day  was  425.  The 
percentage  of  fiction  to  the  whole  remains  about  the  same,  76 
per  cent. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery — 
magazines  to  be  bound  and  books  to  be  repaired  and  made 
further  serviceable — 390  volumes.  Besides  this  hundreds  of 
books  have  been  kept  in  good  condition  by  Avork  at  the 
library,  including  many  which  ordinarily  would  have  to  go 
through  the  binders’  hands,  but  which  owing  to  modern  im- 
provements for  temporary  binding,  are  repaired  in  the  build- 
ing. There  has  been  collected  at  the  library  in  the  way  of 
miscellaneous  fines  and  sales  of  old  paper  $22.93,  for  which 
I hold  the  treasurer’s  receipt,  as  the  librarian  has  advanced 
for  sundry  expenses,  postage,  box  rent,  cartage,  freight,  etc., 
$20.45,  for  which  he  has  been  reimbursed. 

From  the  number  of  card  holders  it  will  be  seen  that  about 
half  the  people  of  this  city  and  Newbury,  deducting  those  in- 
eligible by  not  having  reached  the  proper  age,  avail  them- 
selves at  one  time  or  another  of  the  benefits  which  the  library 
can  furnish.  It  touches  almost  every  family,  and  the  knowl- 
edge which  it  supplies,  the  culture  which  it  offers  and  the 
recreation  which  its  lighter  literature  gives,  appear  to  be  ap- 
preciated by  all.  It  is  a grovdng  library.  During  the  year 
1217  new  volumes  have  been  added,  embracing  every  de- 
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partment  of  literature  in  which  a community  like  this  may 
have  a near  or  remote  interest.  There  are  still  conveniences 
or  improvements  greatly  to  be  desired,  including  a detache'd 
reference  room  where  many  volumes  in  compact  arrange- 
ment would  always  be  ready  at  hand.  This  has  now  been 
considered  for  many  years,  and  will  doubtless  arrive  in  good 
time. 

The  reading  room,  as  ever,  is  greatly  appreciated  and  free- 
ly visited  by  the  public  generally,  but  there  are  still  many 
who  appear  ignorant  of  the  advantages  it  offers.  It  is  more 
fully  supplied  with  periodical  literature  than  ever  before,  and 
is  especially  strong  in  newspapers,  practically  every  portion 
not  only  of  this  country  but  largely  the  English  speaking 
world  being  well  covered.  Of  ..he  almost  numberless  popu- 
lar magazines  we  have  the  best,  most  instructive  and  enter- 
taining, and  few  series  of  “heavy”  reviews,  as  they  are  son^e- 
times  called,  or  asked  for  in  vain.  With  all  these  privileges 
so  freely  offered  it  seems  incredible  that  any  person  would 
wantonly  mutilate  or  steal  the  matter  exposed  on  the  tables, 
but  it  is  continually  an  exasperating  annoyance.  So  far 
efforts  to  detect  the  miscreants  have  failed  but  that  someone 
will  be  caught  and  made  an  example  of  in  the  police  court  is 
very  likely.  A special  statute  provides  a fine  or  imprison- 
ment for  misdemeanors  of  this  sort  in  libraries  and  reading 
rooms.  The  character  of  the  articles  and  pictures  cut  or  torn 
out  indicates  that  more  than  one  person  has  little  regard  for 
the  properties,  and,  what  is  most  common  of  all,  often  shows 
that  the  perpetrator  is  apparently  what  would  be  regarded  as 
the  refined  or  educated  individual.  If  it  were  simply  a fun- 
ny anecdote,  a bright  paragraph  or  a comic  cut  that  was  ab- 
stracted, one  might  infer  mere  ignorance  or  thoughtlessness, 
but  when  it  is  a picture  that  would  interest  no  one  but  a lover 
of  the  fine  arts,  an  article  that  presupposes  only  the  interest 
of  an  educated  person,  or  even  a page  of  music,  the  efforts 
to  detect  become  doubly  hard.  It  may  be  a poor  consolation , 
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but  still  there  is  a satisfaction 
not  unique  in  suffering  suCh 
plaint  comes  from  many  like

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
WATER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  City  of  Neiv- 
buryport. 

Gentlemen  : — The  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board 
of  Water  Commissioners  for  the  year  ending  November  30, 
1908,  together  with  the  report  of  Engineer  Lewis  D.  Thorpe 
on  the  new  water  supply  is  herewith  presented. 

While  work  was  commenced  on  the  new  supply  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  possible,  with  the  idea  that  it  could  be  used  in  a 
temporary  manner,  should  occasion  require  it  during  the 
summer,  owing  to  numerous  delays  it  was  not  completed  un- 
til late  in  the  fall  and  the  water  being  very  low  in  the  main 
pond  we  were  again  obliged  to  resort  to  Common  Pasture  to 
carry  us  through  the  summer.  The  pump  there  was  run 
from  June  21st  until  November  9th,  when  it  was  shut  down 
and  the  pipe  taken  up  and  stored  in  the  city  pit. 

Owing  to  the  extremely  dry  season  we  were  unable  to  se- 
cure as  large  an  amount  from  this  source  as  last  year  and 
while  there  is  no  way  to  accurately  measure  this  water  we  es- 
timate that  we  secured  about  225,000  gallons  a day.  Even 
with  this  additional  source  we  were  obliged  to  forbid  the  use 
of  hose  for  the  month  of  July. 

The  new  supply  being  completed  so  late  in  the  fall  it  has 
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not  given  us  a good  chance  to  thoroughly  test  the  same,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  do  all  we  have  c'laimed  for  it. 

The  water  in  the  main  pond  has  been  so  low  at  times  that 
trouble  has  been  caused  by  air  getting  in  the  suction  pipes. 
This,  in  part,  accounts  for  the  large  apparent  increase  in  the 
consumption  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.

Beacon  avenue,  6-inch,  300  feet;  Lincoln  street,  6-inch, 
638  feet;  Oak  street,  6-inch,  493  feet;  Chestnut  street,  6-inch, 
666  feet;  Pond  street,  10-inch,  850  feet;  Pond  street,  6-inch, 
469  feet;  Hill  street,  10-inch,  276  feet. 

New  large-sized  hydrants  have  been  set  as  follows: 

Midway  of  Lincoln  street;  corner  of  Lincoln  and  Beacon 
avenue ; midway  of  Oak  street ; Pond  street  near  B.  & M.  R.R. 
station ; corner  of  Hill  and  Dalton  streets ; corner  of  Pond 
and  Auburn  streets. 

Thirty-four  service  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
requiring  1,260  feet  of  one-inch  cement-lined  pipe. 

Thirty-three  applications  have  been  received  during  the 
year,  making  a total  to  date  of  4,097,  for  which  3,336  service 
pipes  have  been  laid. 
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There  have  been  nine  breaks  in  service  pipes  and  eight  in 
main  pipes  during  the  year,  the  bad  cement-lind  pipes  being 
practically  all  removed  we  have  had  very  little  trouble  from 
that  source ; the  service  pipes  have  required  the  usual  amount 
of  care. 

The  water  has  been  drawn  from  the  standpipe  and  the 
same  thoroughly  cleaned  and  given  two  coats  of  paint  both 
inside  and  out. 

The  pumping  station  has  been  kept  up  to  the  usual  stand- 
ard and  the  grounds  around  the  same  looking  as  attractive  as 
possible.  • It  is  the  hope  of  your  board  by  doing  a little  work 
each  year  to  make  the  land  nov/  owned  by  the  city  at  the 
pumping  station  an  attractive  park.  This  winter  we  are 
Having  the  woods  cleared  of  underbrush  and  dead  trees. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  giving  the  financial  transac- 
tions for  the  year  is  attached.  While  the  water  rates  show 
a slight  increase  they  do  not  show  the  actual  gain,  as  a rebate 
of  60  per  cent  was  allowed  hose  users  on  the  December  bills 
for  the  time  the  water  was  shut  off  during  the  summer  of 
1907.  The  decrease  in  meter  rates  is  accounted  for  by  the 
loss  of  rentals  from  saloons  and  other  takers  not  using  avS 
much  as  formerly,  for  their  boilers,  on  account  of  the  water 
being  so  hard. 

All  bills,  with  the  exception  of  a balance  owed  Cashman 
Bros.  Co.,  and  whatever  we  will  have  to  pay  for  the  use  of 
Common  Pasture,  have  been  paid.

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Newburyport: 

Gentlemen  : — I submit  the  following  brief  report  upon 
the  construction  of  the  additional  water  supply  from  the 
Artichoke  river,  also  estimates  of  the  cost. 

Early  in  February  I was  instructed  by  your  board  to  make 
surveys  and  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work. 
The  plans  were  prepared  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  the  con- 
struction started  early  in  April. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  SYSTEM. 

A dam  has  been  erected  across  the  Artichoke  river  at  the 
Curzon  Mill  road  bridge,  thus  creating  a storage  reservoir 
having  a capacity  of  twenty  million  gallons.  The  crest  or 
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overflow  of  the  dam  is  at  elevation  10.3,  the  top  of  the  wing 
walls  being  at  elevation  12.3.  Across  the  overflow  tide  gates 
are  constructed,  the  tops  of  which  are  at  elevation  11.5. 
These  gates  are  designed  to  open  and  allow  the  freshet  water 
in  the  Artichoke  to  flow  out  into  the  Merrimac  river,  and  to 
})revent  any  extreme  high  tides  in  the  Merrimac  from  flow- 
ing back  into  the  Artichoke  river. 

A sluiceway  is  also  provided  through  the  dam  and  fitted 
with  double  tide  gates,  the  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  this 
sluiceway  being  8.8.  A 24-inch  sluice  gate  is  provided 
through  the  bottom  of  the  dam,  thus  allowing  the  storage  in 
the  Artichoke  to  be  entirely  drawn  out,  should  it  at  any  time 
become  necessary.  The  dam  is  constructed  of  concrete,  and 
is  a solid,  substantial  structure. 

The  intake  and  pumping  station  are  located  on  the  east- 
erly side  of  the  Artichoke  river  at  a point  near  Story  avenue. 
From  this  point  the  water  is  pumped  to  the  filtration  area, 
which  is  located  in  the  Jackman  Ravine,  lying  between  Fer- 
ry road  and  the  Merrimac  river. 

PUMPING  STATION  AND  INTAKE. 

The  pumping  station  is  a small  brick  building  and  is  so 
designed  that  a duplicate  set  of  pumping  machinery  can  be 
installed  at  any  time.  The  present  pumping  machinery 
consists  of  a 40-ihorsepower  Meitz  & Weiss  fuel  oil  engine, 
connected  by  means  of  a friction  clutch  to  a vertical,  triplex, 
single-acting  Deming  pump  having  a capacity  of  one  million 
gallons  in  twenty-four  hours. 

A fuel  oil  storage  tank  has  also  been  erected  in  a small, 
neat  building  just  outside  of  the  station.  The  tank  has  a 
capacity  of  11,000  gallons.  This  amount  of  oil  will  last 
(when  running  the  pumping  machinery  twelve  hours  a day) 
about  290  days. 
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INTAKE. 

The  intake  is  12-inch  cast-iron  pipe  and  run  from  a pump 
well  in  the  pumping  station  to  a point  approximately  in  the 
centre  of  the  river. 

FORCE  MAIN. 

The  force  main  from  the  pumping  station  to  the  filtration 
area  is  12-inch  cast  iron  pipe,  the  total  length  from  the  sta- 
tion to  the  Ferry  road  being  9,208  feet. 

FILTRATION  AREA. 

The  filter  beds  and  collecting  reservoir  are  located  in  the 
Jackman  Ravine,  ikbout  one  acre  of  open  sand  filters  has 
been  constructed,  being  divided  into  two  beds,  one  having  an 
area  of  about  13,000  square  feet  and  the  other  30,000  square 
feet. 

In  preparing  the  beds  all  loam  and  subsoil  were  removed 
and  the  sand  leveled.  The  beds  are  entirely  separate,  but 
can  be  used  together,  should  it  be  advisable.  No  undrdrains 
are  provided,  the  water  being  allowed  to  filter  through  the 
sand.  It  is  collected  below  the  filters  and  conducted  into  the 
reservoir  through  10-inch  collecting  pipe  drains.  These 
drains  also  collect  the  natural  flow  of  the  Jackman  basin. 

A system  of  winter  filters  has  also  been  constructed.  This 
system  is  composed  of  4,800  feet  of  8-inch  vitrified  pipe,  laid 
with  open  joints  and  embedded  in  screened  gravel.  These 
drains  are  laid  in  four  lines  extending  around  the  slopes  of 
the  ravine  just  outside  of  the  open  filters.  They  are  laid  in 
sand  trenches  and  are  about  four  feet  below  the  surface. 
Each  set  of  drains  is  independent,  but  by  opening  or  closing 
gates  the  water  can  be  turned  into  one  line  or  all  at  the  same 
time. 

RESERVOIR. 

The  collecting  reservoir  is  located  about  200  feet  below  the 
filters.  It  has  a capacity  of  about  600,000  gallons.  All  of 
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the  filtered  water,  as  well  as  the  natural  flow  from  the  Jack- 
man  basin,  is  collected  at  this  point.  From  the  reservoir  the 
water  flows  by  gravity  through  a 13-inch  cast  iron  pipe  a dis- 
tance of  about  1200  feet  to  the  present  pumping  station,  at 
which  point  it  is  pumped  into  the  general  distributing  sys- 
tem. 

The  reservoir  is  constructed  by  building  a dam  across  the 
ravine  and  excavating  the  material  on  the  upstream  side.  In 
constructing  the  dam  it  was  at  first  proposed  to  drive  6-inch 
sheet  piling  across  the  ravine  down  into  hardpan  and  on  top 
of  the  piling  construct  a masonry  dam.  It  was,  however, 
found  impossible,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  material,  to 
drive  the  piling  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  it  was  decided 
to  excavate  a trench  across  the  ravine  and  construct  a solid 
masonry  wall.  The  main  dam,  as  constructed,  is  157  feet 
long.  Cut-off  walls  extend  from  the  ends  of  the  dam  into 
the  banks  of  the  ravine.  The  wall  on  the  west  side  extends 
150  feet  into  the  bank,  and  on  the  east  side  65  feet. 

The  base  of  the  dam  is  carried  well  down  into  hardpan, 
the  depth  below  the  natural  surface  being  about  30  feet  at 
the  deepest  part,  the  total  depth  of  the  dam  in  the  centre  of 
the  ravine  being  41  feet.  The  base  of  the  dam  is  four  feet 
in  thickness,  and  from  a point  10  feet  below  the  top  to  the 
top  batter  .1  to  each  foot  of  height,  this  batter  being  on  the 
downstream  side. 

The  cut-off  walls  extending  into  the  bank  on  each  side  are 
two  feet  thick.  The  darn  is  constructed  of  concrete  com- 
posed of  1 part  cement,  3 parts  sand  and  7 parts  screened 
gravel. 

That  portion  of  the  dam  extending  across  the  centre  of  the 
basin  was  extremely  difficult  to  construct,  it  being  necessary 
to  excavate  about  30  feet  in  depth,  the  greater  part  of  which 
was  in  very  fine  sand  with  water  enough  to  cause  it  to  run 
badly.  A small  steam  pump  was  kept  in  operation,  which, 
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when  running  at  a slow  speed,  kept  the  trench  dry,  thus  al- 
lowing the  concrete  work  to  be  done  in  a first-class  manner. 

The  reservoir  was  practically  completed  on  December  1st, 
since  which  time  water  has  been  pumped  on  to  the  filters, 
and  the  collecting  reservoir  has  been  in  operation. 

COST  OF  PUMPING. 

The  operating  expenses  at  the  Artichoke  river  pumping 
station  are  very  small.  The  amount  of  fuel  required  to 
pump  one  million  gallons  of  water  onto  the  filter  beds 
amounts  to  but  80  gallons.  This  at  four  cents  per  gallon 
equals  $3.40,  or  .0034  cents  per  1000  gallons  of  water. 

The  pumping  plant  does  not  require  a licensed  engineer, 
the  attendance,  therefore,  costing  materially  less  than  for  a 
steam  plant.  The  machinery  has  been  in  operation  since 
July  15th. 

On  October  29th  a test  of  the  complete  pumping  plant  was 
made  to  ascertain  whether  it  would  perform  the  duty  guar- 
anteed by  the  contractors.  They  guaranteed  that  the  plant 
would  be  capable  of  pumping  10  million  pounds  of  water  one 
foot  high  for  every  gallon  of  fuel  supplied  to  the  engine. 
The  result  of  the  test  shows  a duty  slightly  over  14  million 
foot-pounds. 


ARTICHOKE  RIVER  SUPPLY. 

The  Artichoke  river,  with  its  present  storage  of  twenty  mil- 
lion gallons,  and  having  a watershed  of  six  square  miles,  will 
supply  the  city  with  about  700,000  gallons  throughout  the 
dry  season.  In  all  probability,  however,  not  over  500,000 
gallons  per  day  will  he  required  from  this  source  for  some 
years.  The  filters  now  constructed  will  easily  provide  for 
700,000  gallons. 

The  new  supply  is  apparently  a success  in  every  way. 

The  cost  of  the  works,  considering  the  difficulties  experi- 
enced in  the  construction  of  the  dam,  has  been  small,  and 
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the  city  is  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  an  additional  sup- 
ply of  water  for  the  amount  expended.

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

In  committing  to  our  hands  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  city  for  the  ensuing  year,  the  citizens  have  im- 
posed upon  us  duties  at  once  arduous  and  exacting. 

If  the  city  was  rich  in  revenue  I could  recommend  a great 
many  improvements  and  strongly  urge  their  adoption.  If 
we  had  the  money  to  spend,  I should  delight  to  tell  you 
where,  in  my  opinion,  it  could  be  put  to  the  best  advantage. 
We  are  confronted,  however — as  is  every  m'an  who  comes 
into  office  in  the  government  of  the  city — with  the  cold  fact, 
the  naked  proposition,  that  the  income  of  the  city  hardly 
suffices  to  meet  its  ordinary  running  expenses. 

Therefore  there  is  no  uncertainty  about  the  situation  we 
are  to  meet.  Let  us  act  understandingly,  promptly  and 
without  evasion,  and  carefully  conduct  the  government  of 
the  city  in  such  manner  as  will  promote  measures  for  the 
best  interests  of  all  the  people.  The  obligation  of  the  sol- 
emn oath  that  we  have  taken,  to  perform  our  duty  faithfully 
and  impartially,  means  that  the  interests  of  the  whole  city 
and  of  all  her  people  should  be  our  standard. 
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I shall  not  at  this  time  attempt  to  discuss  at  length  the 
needs  and  requirements  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
city  government,  as  the  report  of  each,  with  its  recommenda- 
tions, will  soon  be  laid  before  you,  and  will  afford  far  more 
assistance  in  the  discharge  of  your  duties  than  anything  I 
may  say  to  you  at  this  time.  However,  in  view  of  the  extra- 
ordinarily high  tax  rate  the  past  year,  I believe  it  is  wise  and 
expedient  that  we  review  the  work  and  needs  of  every  de- 
partment before  the  appropriations  are  made  and  not  assess 
the  people  beyond  actual  and  immediate  requirements- 

The  auditor’s  department  I believe  to  be  in  capable  hands, 
and  the  auditor  is  duly  qualified  and  is  ever  active  for  the 
city’s  interest.  But,  after  considerable  careful  thought  and 
investigation,  I believe  it  tp  be  both  expedient  and  wise  that 
the  city  auditor  submit  to  the  finance  committee  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  treasury  the 
the  first  Monday  in  each  month. 

With  the  knowledge  that  I have,  I believe  that  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  most  of  the  departments  are  such  that  the 
appropriation  cannot  be  materially  reduced  if  the  public 
safety,  comfort  and  convenience  are  to  be  maintained.  I 
shall  oppose  anything  that  will  tend  to  destroy  the  efficiency 
of  the  departments  or  diminish  their  usefulness-  It  there- 
fore follows  that  your  allotment  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  for  running  expenses  must  be  kept  well  within  the  sum 
appropriated,  and  that  there  shall  be  encouragement  to  fru- 
gality I desire  your  co-operation  to  the  end  that  all  moneys 
furnished  for  the  use  of  each  department  be  kept  intact  for 
that  department,  and  not  transferred  to  another  department 
in  order  to  counteract  extravagance.  I shall  insist  that  the 
money  be  supplied  before  a bill  is  contracted. 

Out  of  the  beaten  paths  of  my  predecessors  I depart  to- 
night, omitting  in  detail  the  various  departments,  usually 
considered  in  an  inaugural  address;  and  I earnestly  urge 
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upon  every  member  of  the  city  council  the  importance  of  a 
careful  study  of  all  the  departments,  in  order  that  we  may 
acquire  such  knowledge  as  is  necessary  for  an  intelligent 
performance  of  the  duties  we  have  undertaken. 

It  seems  to  me  not  out  of  place  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  without  the  expenditure  of  a dollar  to  influence  votes. 
I have  received  a marked  and  substantial  endorsement  at  the 
polls.  Mutual  co-operation  is  all  that  is  necessaiT  to  ensure 
a harmonious  and  successful  administration.  You  may  de- 
pend upon  me,  and  I trust  I may  depend  u[)on  you,  in  all 
that  is  necessary  for  our  city’s  best  interests. 

Our  fellow-citizens  have  a right  to  expect  the  best  service 
we  can  give.  Our  own  conscience  inspires  us  to  higli 
motives  in  public  work.  Our  satisfaction  will  come  from 
knowledge  of  duty  well  done.  And  may  He  whose  blessing 
has  been  invoked  this  evening  so  guide  our  deliberations  and 
direct  our  actions  that  when  the  end  of  another  municipal 
year  shall  have  come,  it  will  go  down  in  the  history  of  our 
fair  and  beloved  city  as  one  which  shall  reflect  credit  upon 
us,  subserve  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens,  and  promote 
the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  all. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Committee,  held  December  28,  1908, 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  was  accepted  and 
adopted  as  the  report  of  the  Board.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

1908. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  : 

The  closing  of  another  fiscal  year  finds  many  of  the  same 
conditions  the  same  difficulties  and  the  same  problems  con- 
fronting us  that  have  been  before  the  citizens  for  many  years. 

Among  these  conditions  not  the  least  troublesome  is  the 
over-crowding  of  the  High  school  and  all  of  the  Igrammar 
school  buildings. 

The  High  school  building  as  remodeled  was  intended  to 
accommodate  three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  pupils.  That 
was  the  total  seating  capacity.  The  problem  that  confronted 
the  committee  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  last  September 
was  to  accommodate  nearly  four  hundred  pupils  in  that  build- 
ing. The  room  which  was  furnished  and  refitted  by  the  Public 
Property  Committee  relieved  the  situation  by  providing  fifty 
additional  seats.  This  left  at  that  time  fifteen  pupils  who 
could  not  be  provided  with  seats.  On  account  of  the-  usual 
dropping  out,  all  at  the  time  of  writing  are  provided  for. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  limit  has 
been  reached  and  that  no  more  room  can  be  had  in  any  part 
of  the 'building.  Should  there  be  any  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils  next  September  over  those  entering*  last  September 
the  problem  of  enlargement  will  have  to  be  met.  As  it  is,  two 
basement  rooms  are  in  constant  use  with  their  attendant  evils 
^of  poor  light,  and  poor  ventilation. 
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111  the  grammar  grades  the  need  if  that  were  possible,  is 
more  imperative.  The  thing  needed  is  the  new  buliding  in 
Ward  Six.  This,  I fully  believe  would  not  only  relieve  the 
present  situation,  but  would  solve  the  difficulty  for  the  next 
quarter  of  a century. 

Every  room  in  the  Currier  school,  every  room  in  the 
Kelley  school,  the  ungraded  room,  grades  seven,  eight  and 
nine  in  the  Jackman  are  filled  to  overflowing.  Transfers  in 
every  possible  direction  have  been  made  in  order  to  provide 
room  for  all.  Many  of  the  pupils  have  been  put  to  consider- 
able inconvenience  by  this  process,  in  that  they  have  been  sent 
to  schools  which  are  not  the  nearest  to  their  homes.  Double 
promotions,  I regard  as  of  doubtful  expediency  in  any  case. 
Yet  I have  been  obliged  to  resort  to  this  method  of  relief  in 
scores  of  cases.  It  is  unfortunate  that  this  should  have  to  be 
done.  Until,  however  the  crying  need  of  new  accommodations 
in  Ward  Six  is  met,  we  must  do  the  same  thing  over  and  over 
again. 

At  the  Kelley  building  we  have  the  only  instance  in  the 
city  where  primary  and  grammar  pupils  are  together.  The 
evils  resulting  from  this  are  apparent  to  anyone  who  will  stop 
to  think  of  the  conditions.  There  are  two  principals  in  the 
building.  It  is  unavoidable  that  sometimes  there  will  be  con- 
flicting directions  and  conflicting  authority.  The  work  of  the 
grammar  grades  sometimes  is  a hinderance  to  the  work  of 
the  rooms  below.  The  play  of  the  primary  grades  is  some- 
times distracting  to  the  older  pupils.  There  is  every  reason 
why  these  two  schools  should  be  separated. 

The  fact  that  the  primary  grades  in  this  building  are  the 
grades  of  the  Training  School  is  the  paramount  reason  for  the 
separation. 
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The  reputation  which  the  Training  School  has  acquired 
throughout  this  state  and  in  the  two  states  north  of  us  is  not 
improved,  when  the  conditions  under  which  our  pupil  teachers 
are  obliged  to  work  while  in  the  school,  become  known. 

Either  the  grammar  grades  should  be  given  the  whole 
building,  or  the  whole  should  be  devoted  to  the  uses  of  the 
Training  School  and  the  grammar  grades  sent  elsewhere. 

The  suggestion  made  a year  ago  that  the  Temple  street 
School  be  remodeled  into  a four  room  building  and  used  as 
the  Training  School  would  serve  a double  purpose  if  carried 
out.  The  Training  School  if  located  there  could  devote  its  en- 
tire energies  to  its  own  definite  lines  of  work  without  the  hind- 
rances and  distractions  of  the  presence  of  older  pupils. 
Secondly,  the  much  needed  room  in  that  locality  in  the  city 
would  be  furnished. 

The  Temple  Street  School  has  been  the  only  one  of  the 
primary  buildings  to  be  crowded  this  year.  This  building,  hav‘ 
ing  but  two  rooms  and  being  obliged  to  accommodate  nearly 
as  many  pupils  as  any  of  the  other  buildings,  all  of  which  have 
four  rooms,  has  been  overtaxed.  Many  pupils  who  belong  in 
this  district  have  been  sent  to  the  Training  School,  while 
others  have  been  sent  as  far  away  as  Bromfield  Street.  From 
Temple  to  Water  and  from  State  to  Federal  Streets  we  have 
a section  of  the  city  as  densely  populated  as  any  to  be  found 
within  the  city  limits.  In  this  densely  populated  district  we 
have  but  one  school  building  and  that  of  only  half  size. 

The  recent  changes  made  in  the  rules  regarding  the  num- 
ber and  length  of  service  of  the  pupil  teachers  make  it  still 
more  needful  that  better  equipment  be  furnished  for  the  work 
of  the  Training  School.  At  the  present  time  the  principal  of 
that  school  has  no  conveniences  for  hearing  her  own  recita- 
tions except  a ten  by  twelve  room  which  she  calls  her  office. 
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It  would  be  almost  a physical  impossibility  to  get  the  sixteen 
pupil  teachers  into  that  room  if  at  any  time  she  should  so  de- 
sire. If  it  should  be  found  inexpedient  to  remodel  the  Temple 
Street  School,  so  as  to  properly  provide  for  the  needs  of  the 
Training  School  the  old  brick  building  at  the  rear  of  the 
Kelley  building  could  be  fixed  by  furnishing  a room  which  the 
principal  could  use  for  recitation  purposes  and  as  her  office. 

In  spite  of  the  recent  rise  in  the  salaries  of  teachers  in 
this  city,  the  rate  is  still  so  low  in  comparison  with  other  muni- 
cipalities of  equal  size,  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  secure 
good  teachers  from  outside  and  equally  impossible  to  retain 
the  good  teachers  whom  we  have  when  their  excellence  be- 
comes known. 

One  of  two  things  must  be  done ; either  loyally  support 
the  Training  School  by  giving  it  every  facility  for  efficient 
work,  such  as  good  quarters  and  proper  equipment  or  contine 
to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  so  that  we  may  not  so 
often  lose  the  best  ones,  because  someone  else  is  willing  to 
pay  more  for  their  services.  Which  shall  it  be? 

The  gradual  increase  in  the  percentage  of  attendance 
which  has  been  evident  in  the  last  few  years  is  gratifying, 
since  it  indicates  a better  moral  support  of  the  schools  on  the 
part  of  the  public  at  large.  The  report  of  1906  gives  the  at- 
tendance as  91.3,  that  of  1907,  92.1,  while  this  year  we  have  a 
record  of  93.  This  indicates  a growth  that  is  healthy  and  in 
the  right  direction.  It  means  far  more  than  appears  at  first 
thought.  It  means  that  the  homes  and  the  schools  are  com- 
ing more  and  more  into  an  effective  co-operation.  It  means 
that  parents  are  coming  to  realize  more  and  more  that  the 
little  gained  each  day,  in  school  counts  for  the  most  and  the 
best  in  the  end.  It  means  that  they  are  training  up  their  child- 
ren to  habits  of  puncutality  and  regularity  more  than  ever  be- 
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fore.  It  means  that  the  child  labor  laws  are  being  observed 
more  closely  than  ever  before.  Lastly,  it  means  that  the 
schools  are  having  a wider  influence  and  are  more  effective  in 
the  training  for  right  living  and  good  citizenship.  It  is  worth 
while  therefore,  to  see  to  it  that  the  schools  are  made  such  as 
to  attract  rather  than  repel,  not  only  those  whom  the  law  says 
must  attend,  but  also  those  whose  privilege  it  is  to  do  so  if 
they  so  desire  and  who  are  beyond  the  statutory  limitations. 

The  City  Council  has  been  generous  with  us  this  year, 
not  only  in  the  regular  appropriations  but  also  in  the  special 
provision  made  for  repairs  on  public  buildings,  a large  por- 
tion  of  which  was  expended  on  the  different  schoolhouses. 
The  Temple  Street  School  building  has  been  painted,  inside 
and  out,  has  been  provided  with  a serviceable  fire  escape.  A 
fire  escape  has  been  provided  at  the  Bromfield  Street  school- 
house.  The  Johnson  School  building  has  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  painted  on  the  inside.  The  Curtis  School  has 
been  slated  and  painted.  A room  has  been  added  and  furn- 
ished at  the  High  School.  Repairs  have  been  made  at  the 
Jackman,  Kelley,  Moultonville,  Storey  Avenue,  Ward  Room 
and  Congress  Street  buildings.  In  other  words  every  school 
building  in  the  city  has  had  some  improvement  made  in,  on,  or 
about  it  since  the  coming  in  of  the  present  city  government. 
The  Committee  on  Public  Property  should  be  commended  for 
their  generous  attitude  toward  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
schools.  For  this  year  at  least  they  have  done  all  that  they 
could  to  add  attractiveness  to  the  schools  and  their  surround- 
ings. 

To  further  interests  along  this  line  the  teachers  were  able 
to  purchase  this  year  over  two  hundred  dollars  worth  of  pic- 
tures for  the  different  schoolrooms  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
art  exhibit.  These  pictures  were  distributed  as  follows : To 
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the  Jackman  School,  Stratford-on-Avon,  The  Grand  Cana!, 
The  Sistine  Madonna,  A Distinguished  Member  of  the  Hu- 
mane Society,  By  the  Riverside^  The  Madonna  of  the  Arbor, 
Hiawatha,  The  Castle  and  the  Bridge  of  Saint  Angelo,  the 
list  price  of  all  of  which  was  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

To  the  Kelley  School : Taking  a Pilot,  A Distinguished 
Member  of  the  Humane  Society,  The  Spirit  of  ^y6,  Sunset  on 
the  Meadows,  The  Fog  Warning,  and  Oxen  Ploughing.  List 
price,  forty-three  dollars. 

To  the  Currier  School : Concord  Bridge,  The  Scratch 
Pack,  and  The  Capitol  at  Washington.  List  price,  fifteen 
dollars. 

To  the  Training  School : A Distinguished  Member  of  the 
Humane  Society,  Can’t  You  Talk,  Saved,  and  Sir  Galahad, 
List  price,  thirty-two  dollars. 

To  the  Bromfield  Street  School:  The  Village  Choir;  to 
the  Johnson  School,  The  Helping  Hand;  the  Curtis  School, 
The  Village  Choir ; the  Temple  Street  School,  Pilgrims  Going 
to  Church ; to  the  Moultonville  School,  Mother  and  Daugh- 
ter; to  the  Davenport  School,  Hiawatha  and  Baby  Stuart; 
Storey  Avenue  School,  The  Deer  in  the  Forest;  Purchase 
Street  School,  Mother  and  Daughter ; and  to  the  Ward  Room 
School,  Sir  Galahad.  The  total  list  price  of  the  entire  collec- 
tion of  pictures  was  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars.  By 
this  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  every  school  building 
has  received  some  addition  to  its  interior,  decorations' which 
is  in  every  case  a work  of  art.  The  influence  that  these  pic- 
tures may  have  on  the  youthful  generation  now  enjoying 
them,  we  can  only  surmise.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  it 
will  be  in  the  right  direction  and  that  it  will  extend  through- 
out their  whole  lives. 
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THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  teachers  have  for  the  most 
part  been  following  the  outline  of  work  mapped  out  by  my 
predecessor  and  printed  in  1900.  Some  changes  have  been 
made,  however,  in  the  details  of  the  work.  All  definite  work 
in  numbers  has  been  omitted  in  the  first  grade.  In  the  fall  of 
1906  the  teachers  were  advised  to  make  the  work  of  the  first 
year  emphasize  particularly  a knowledge  of  the  Mother  ton- 
gue. Accordingly  reading,  writing  and  spelling  were  the 
topics  on  which  nearly  all  the  energy  of  that  year's  work  was 
expended.  Some  knowledge  of  numbers  and  their  relations 
was  taught  incidentally,  some  was  acquired  accidentally  as  it 
was  thought  would  be  the  case,  but  no  organized  effort  was 
made  in  that  particular  line. 

The  results  have  been  what  we  had  expected,  that  at  the 
end  of  the  second  year,  there  would  be  in  the  average  pupil 
as  advanced  a knowledge  as  had  previously  been  the  case 
under  two  years  of  definite  instruction.  Teachers  of  the  sec- 
ond grade,  with  a single  exception,  all  inform  me  that  this 
year  they  will  be  able  to  bring  their  classes  up  to  the  custom- 
ar}'  standard  for  the  second  year's  work  without  any  difficulty. 
The  one  exception  attributes  her  fear  that  she  may  not  be 
able  to  do  so  to  her  feeling  that  hers  is  a particularly  dull 
class.  Children  at  home,  on  the  street,  in  the  fields,  in  the 
woods,  under  every  circumstance  of  life,  in  fact  are  having 
the  relation  of  numbers  forever  thrust  into  their  conscious 
acts.  They  could  not  help  acquiring  some  knowledge  of 
those  relations  if  they  so  desire.  As  it  is  they  do  acquire 
much  of  what  we  would  teach  in  the  first  year  of  school 
work,  naturally,  easily,  thoroughly  and  without  the  wear  and 
tear  of  conscious  effort.  The  greatest  gain,  however,  is  in 
the  additional  time  and  energy  we  have,  both  in  the  pupils 
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and  the  teachers,  for  the  work  in  English.  This  gain  is  import- 
ant as  English  is  the  basis  for  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  in 
all  other  common  school  studies. 

The  work  in  reading  with  the  Ward  Method  has  pro- 
gressed in  much  the  same  manner  as  heretofore.  That 
method  has  served  its  day  and  generation  and  has  served  it 
well.  Under  it  the  pupils  have  acquired  the  ability  to  take 
up  new  material  easily.  The  chief  merit  of  the  system,  so  it 
seems  to  me,  is  the  vast  amount  of  phonic  drill  which  it  gives 
to  the  pupils  of  the  first,  second  and  third  grades.  As  to  the 
material  itself  contained  in  the  books  themeslves,  there  is  lit- 
tle or  no  literary  merit.  On  account  of  the  recent  purchase 
of  the  Aldine  Readers'  for  the  use  of  the  Training  School, 
there  have  been  no  new  Ward  books  bought  this  year.  The 
time  has  come,  however,  when  purchases  of  books  for  the 
lower  grades  will  have  to  be  made  in  order  to  supply  their 
needs.  The  use  of  the  Aldine  Readers  in  the  Training  School 
has  demonstrated  their  worth.  The  progress  which  the  first 
and  second  grades  have  made  with  these  books  has  surpassed 
anything  ever  accomplished  by  the  use  of  the  Ward  Method 
in  an  equal  length  of  time.  The  Aldine  Readers  have  the 
hearty  endorsement  of  the  Principal  of  the  Training  School 
and  there  is  a strong  sentiment  in  their  favor  among  the  pri- 
mary teachers  throughout  the  city.  Aside  from  the  fact  that 
these  books  have  a great  deal  of  merit  as  a method  of  teach- 
ing the  art  of  reading  the  English  language,  there  is  the  ad- 
ded attraction  in  the  mechanical  makeup  of  the  books  them- 
selves and  the  wealth  of  material  which  they  contain. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I would  suggest 
that  the  Aldine  Readers  be  adopted  as  the  standard  and  that 
such  of  the  Ward  books  as  are  in  stock  and  in  the  schools  at 
the  end  of  the  summer  term  next  June,  be  given  in  exchange 
for  the  Aldine  books. 
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The  Gilman  System  of  Penmanship  has  now  been  In  use 
somewhat  more  than  a year.  The  change  of  method,  which 
also  involved  a change  in  the  slant,  wrought  havoc  with  the 
handwriting  of  most  of  the  pupils  for  a time.  Instructions  from 
the  author  were  carefully  adhered  to  however,  and  the  results 
are  now  beginning  to  be  apparent  to  all  teachers.  Great  im- 
provement has  been  manifest  in  the  penmanship  of  the 
pupils  of  each  of  the  grammar  schools  and  in  several  of  the 
primaries.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been  in  acquiring  the  free 
arm  movement.  The  improvement  in  the  schools  where  the 
teachers  have  been  more  persistent  in  these  exercises  has 
been  less  rapid  than  in  the  other  schools,  but  there  is  every 
probability  that  in  another  year,  the  handwriting  of  pupils  in 
former  schools  will  show  the  wisdom  of  adhering  strictly  to 
the  directions  given  by  the  author  of  the  system  we  are  now 
using. 

Aside  from  the  changes  which  have  already  been  men- 
tioned the  course  of  study  has  been  changed  more  or  less  in 
the  details  of  work  in  each  of  the  subjects.  For  this  reason 
and  also  because  the  stock  of  the  1900  edition  is  entirelv  ex- 
hausted, it  is  necessary  to  ask  for  permission  to  print  the 
course  as  revised  to  date. 

We  are  still  confronted  with  the  question  of  what  we 
are  to  do  with  the  boys  in  our  schools,  particularly  those 
who  are  likely  to  leave  them  as  soon  as  they  are  fourteen 
years  of  age.  In  the  sewing  and  cooking  we  are  doing  far 
more  that  is  practical  and  helpful  to  the  after  life  of  the  girls 
than  we  are  for  the  boys.  Neither  in  the  grades  nor  in  the 
High  School  have  we  anything  in  the  nature  of  mechanical 
or  industrial  work  which  will  enable  the  boy  to  better  earn 
an  honest  living.  What  are  our  schools  for  if  not  to  fit  for 
life?  How  do  we  fit  boys  for  life  is  a question  every  thought- 
ful citizen  ought  to  ask.  We  are  doing  something  for  the 
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g-irls  but  what  about  the  boys?  Our  High  School  is  obliged 
to  fit  for  college.  Its  courses  of  study  are  governed  by  that 
fact.  The  college  course  is  the  chief  course.  All  others  are 
secondary  to  it.  The  time  has  come  when  this  should  not 
longer  be  the  case.  There  should  be  some  attention  paid  to 
the  boys  and  girls  in  the  grades  as  well  as  in  the  High  School 
who  are  looking  forward  to  earning  their  living  in  the  arts 
and  crafts. 

There  is  no  logical  reason  why  a boy  who  has  attended 
schools  should  not  be  a better  mechanic,  a better  artisan,  or 
even  a better  farmer  than  he  otherwise  would  have  been. 
There  is  also  no  logical  reason  why  a girl  who  has  attended 
our  schools  should  not  be  a better  housekeeper,  a better 
seamstress,  or  better  cook  for  having  done  so.  More  work 
along  practical  lines  whether  it  be  manual  training,  indus- 
trial work,  or  in  the  line  of  work  in  the  trades  must  be  had 
here  in  Newburyport,  or  the  schools  must  fail  to  fulfil  nihe- 
tenths  of  their  mission. 

In  an  article  which  he  designates,  “Fine  Terminals,  No 
Sidetracks,”  Dean  Davenport  says,  “The  greatest  trouble 
with  our  educational  system  today  is  that  it  is  laid  out  too 
much  on  the  plan  of  a trunk  line  without  side  switches  or  way 
stations,  but  with  splendid  terminal  facilities ; so  that  we  send 
the  educational  trains  thundering  over  the  country  quite  ob- 
livous  of  the  population  except  to  take  on  passengers,  and 
these  we  take  on  much  as  the  fast  trains  take  mail  bags  from 
the  hook.  We  do  our  utmost  to  keep  them  aboard  to  the  end 
and  those  who  leave  us  are  fitted  for  no  special  calling,  and 
drop  out  for  no  special  purpose  but  roll  off  like  chunks  of  coal 
by  the  wayside.”  “I  would,”  he  says  further,  “reconstruct  the 
policy  of  the  system  by  making  all  trains  local,  both  to  take 
on  and  leave  off  passengers,  and  1 would  pay  as  much  atten- 
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tion  to  th€  sidings  and  the  depots,  and  their  surroundings  at 
the  way  stations,  to  the  end  that  those  who  do  not  complete 
the  journey  may  find  congenial  surroundings  and  useful  em- 
ployment in  some  calling  along  the  line.  This  is  education 
for  efhciency,  whether  it  ever  earns  an  academic  degree  or 
not.” 

The  writer  recently  received  a letter  from  the  president 
of  the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers.  After  stating 
that  we  were  all  proud  of  our  American  schools  and  arguing 
that  we  ought  to  live  up  to  our  reputation  by  making  our 
public  schools  better  fit  our  boys  and  girls  for  the  require- 
ments of  their  later  life,  he  said,  ’‘T  am  not  an  educator,  but 
I am  a father  and  a practical  manufacturer.  I have  had 
thousands  of  boys  under  my  observation,  and  I have  care- 
fully observed  which  boys  are  most  successful  in  life’s  Strug*- 
gle,  particularly  in  manufacturing  establishments.”  The  re- 
mainder of  his  letter  went  on  to  show  that  those  boys  who 
had  had  the  opportunities  of  a training  which  was  along  the 
lines  which  they  were  following  in  later  life  were  far  more  ex- 
pert and  successful  in  work.  The  letter  closed  with  this  ap^ 
peal : “Tell  me  what  you  are  doing  in  your  city  at  the  present 
time  in  the  direction  of  industrial  education.  Tell  me  your 
future  plans,  for  the  sake  of  our  boys  and  for  the  sake  of 
the  rising  American  generation.”  Rather  than  tell  the  truth 
as  to  our  condition  I have  purposely  refrained  from  making 
any  reply  to  the  communication. 

Our  schools  fit  boys  for  the  clergy,  the  law,  for  medicine 
and  for  teaching,  simply  because  they  fit  pupils  for  those 
higher  institutions  which  have  those  professions  as  their  defi- 
nite aim.  But  for  the  ninety  out  of  every  hundred  who  go  to 
make  up  that  great  class  of  artisans  and  tradesmen  which  is 
the  bone  and  sinew  of  our  American  life,  we  here  in  New- 
buryport  do  nothing. 
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Are  we  proud  of  the  fact  and  satisfied  that  nearly  all  of 
our  skilled  and  high  paid  mechanics  are  foreigners?  Yet  we 
are  told  over  and  over  again  by  those  who  have  investigated 
it  that  it  is  a fact. 

This  appeal  for  something  in  the  line  of  industrial  work 
in  our  schools  is  made  year  after  year  in  the  hopes  that 
sooner  or  later  the  citizens  may  answer  it  with  a demand  that 
the  need  may  be  met.

will  show  that  seventy-two  fewer  pupils  were  examined  than 
last  year,  due  for  the  most  part  to  the  organization  of  the 
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French  Parochial  School ; that  fewer  parents  were  notified  of 
defects  by  eighty-one;  that  there  were  sixty-six  fewer  cases 
of  defective  eyesight  than  last  year;  that  there  were  forty-six 
fewer  cases  of  defective  hearing  than  last  year ; and  that  while 
there  were  twenty  per  cent,  of  all  the  pupils  in  the  schools  last 
year  with  defective  eyesight,  this  year  is  reduced  to  eighteen 
per  cent.  According  to  the  examinations  the  Curtis  School 
heads  the  list  with  only  five  per  cent,  having  defective  eye- 
sight. The  Kelley  School  is  at  the  other  extreme  with  twen- 
ty-six per  cent. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

The  law  regarding  the  appointment  of  a school  physician 
has  been  of  no  effect  in  many  communities,  because  of  the 
section  which  its  opponents  were  able  to  insert  providing  that 
no  expenditure  for  that  purpose  should  precede  the  appropria- 
tion, in  cities  by  the  city  council,  and  in  towns  by  the  town 
meeting. 

Our  experience  has  been  that  of  the  appointment  of  a 
school  physician  who  served  the  city  well  for  a year  or  more 
without  expense. 

Section  7,  Chapter  502  of  the  Acts  of  1906  reads  as  fol- 
lows : “The  expense  which  a city  or  town  may  incur  by  virtue 
of  the  authority  herein  vested  in  the  school  committee  or 
board  of  health,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  excieed  the 
amount  appropriated  for  that  purpose  in  cities  by  the  city 
council  and  in  towns  by  a town  meeting.  The  appropriation 
shall  precede  any  expenditure  or  any  indebtedness  which  may 
be  incurred  under  this  act,  and  the  sum  appropriated  shall  be 
deemed  a sufficient  appropriation  in  the  municipality  where  it 
is  made.  Such  appropriation  need  not  specify  to  what  sec- 
tion of  the  act  it  shall  apply  and  may  be  voted  as  a total  ap- 
propriation to  be  applied  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the 
act.” 
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Acts  of  1908,  Chapter  412,  Section  i,  is  as  follows  : ‘^‘Sexr- 
tion  seven  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  two  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  limiting  the  expenditures  for 
medical  inspection  in  the  public  schools,  is  hereby  repealed.”' 

Section  2.  ‘'Tliis  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.” 
(Approved,  April  17,  1908.) 

By  the  provisions  of  the  law  as  it  now  stands  relating  to 
medical  inspection  it  becomes  mandatory  on  either  the  board 
of  health  or  the  school  committee  to  appoint  a school  physi- 
cian. The  stumbling  block  which  up  to  last  April  prevented 
the  spirit  of  the  law  from  being  carried  out,  has  been  removed. 

The  need  of  a careful  inspection  of  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  school  life  of  our  children  has  been  demon- 
strated this  year  in  the  prevalence  in  certain  schools  of  conta- 
gious diseases. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  fifty-seven  cases  of 
measles  among  the  children  in  the  schools ; thirty-nine  cases 
of  diphtheria;  twenty-six  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  nineteen 
cases  of  whooping  cough ; and  fourteen  cases  of  typhoid 
fever. 

It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  some  of  these  one  hund- 
red and  fifty-five  cases  of  contagious  diseases  might,  with  the 
knowledge  possessed  by  a physician,  who  was  daily  in  the 
schools,  have  been  prevented.  One  fourth  of  all  the  typhoid 
cases  reported  for  ^he  year  were  among  the  school  children. 
Closer  attention  to  the.  sanitation  of  the  school  buildings  is 
necessary  in  ord^r  to  ward  off  recurrences  of  these  diseases. 

TEACHERS. 

Most  of  the  changes  in  the  teaching  force  have  occurred 
in  the  High  f^chool.  On  May  22nd,  Miss  Ethel  V.  Z.  Sullivan 
requested  a year’s  leave  of  absence  which  was  granted  by  the 
Committee  at  the  regular  May  meeting  to  take  effect  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Eleanor  J.  Little  of  this  city

was  elected  as  a substitute  to  fill  this  position  during  Miss 
Sullivan’s  absence.  Miss  Little  has  had  a good  preparation 
for  the  work,  has  entered  into  it  with  a zeal  and  devotion 
which  augurs  well  for  a very  successful  year  of  work  in  the 
English  department. 

At  the  meeting  in  June  the  resignations  of  Miss  Bonart 
and  Miss  Goldsmith  were  received  and  accepted.  This  left 
the  departments  in  French  and  German  without  teachers.  The 
long  term  of  service  of  these  two  teachers  and  the  high  qual- 
ity of  that  service  made  the  filling  of  these  positions  more  than 
ordinarily  difficult.  No  school  can  lose  such  teachers  without 
serious  detriment  to  the  work. 

Mr.  John  A.  Backus  a graduate  of  Tufts  College,  Miss 
Maude  B.  Randall  who  had  been  teaching  for  four  years  in 
the  High  School  at  Turner’s  Falls,  and  Miss  Ella  W.  Burn- 
ham of  Gloucester  were  chosen  to  fill  the  several  positions ; 
the  last  named  after  the  resignation  of  Miss  Chilcott  had 
been  received  during  the  summer  vacation. 

By  the  resignation  of  Miss  Sherman,  lately  received  and 
accepted  by  the  Committee  to  take  effect  on  January  29th, 
the  High  School  will  lose  another  of  its  strongest  teachers. 
Miss  Sherman  will  go  to  her  home  city  of  Providence  on 
leaving  here.  The  three  teachers  whose  resignations  were 
spoken  of  above  all  found  employment  in  Boston  at  greatly 
increased  salaries  while  their  hours  per  week  of  teaching 
were  substantially  reduced. 

We  cannot  hope  to  compete  in  the  matter  of  salaries  with 
Boston  and  other  larger  and  richer  cities.  It  is  a recommen- 
dation for  the  teachers  we  lose  and  for  their  work  with  us 
that  they  always  go  to  better  positions. 

Outside  of  the  High  School  the  only  resignations  were 
those  of  Miss  Ruth  Sargent  and  Miss  Adelena  W.  Sargent,

both  of  whom  were  in  the  Currier  School.  In  these  the  city 
has  lost  two  faithful,  efficient  and  eminently  successful 
teachers.  Committee,  parents  and  pupils  all  regret  their 
leaving  the  work  and  the  places  which  had  known  them  for  so 
many  years. 

The  closing  of  the  Purchase  Street  School  left  Miss  Roaf 
free  for  one  of  the  positions  in  the  Currier  School  and  she 
was  elected  to  the  fifth  grade.  Miss  Marr  who  had  served 
for  several  years  in  the  Ward  Room  on  Congress  Street  was 
transferred  to  the  position  in  the  seventh  grade.  Miss  Dix- 
on was  transferred  from  her  position  in  the  Davenport  School 
to  the  Ward  Room  and  Mary  I,  Fernald,  a graduate  of  the 
Training  School  with  a year  of  experience  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, was  elected  to  fill  the  place  formerly  held  by  Miss  Dix- 
on in  grade  one  in  the  Davenport  School. 

These  indicate  all  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  the 
teaching  force  during  the  year.  Outside  of  the  High  School 
the  disturbance  has  been  the  slightest  that  has  occurred  in 
recent  years. 

The  teachers  are,  without  exception,  loyal  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  schools,  zealous  in  their  work  and  for  the  most 
part  peculiarly  successful  in  their  chosen  calling. 

An  organization  has  recently  been  set  on  foot  amongst 
the  teachers,  the  object  of  which  is  to  see  to  it  that  no  boy  or 
girl  in  the  city  shall  find  it  impossible  to  attend  school  be- 
cause of  lack  of  proper  clothing.  The  prevalent  irregularity 
in  the  attendance  in  some  quarters  of  the  city,  the  dire  need 
that  was  found  in  many  cases  when  they  were  investigated, 
have  caused  the  teachers  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  deter- 
mination that  the  need  shall  be  met.  No  better  illustration 
of  the  real  spirit  of  the  teachers  of  the  city  than  this  could  be 
found.  I look  for  much  good  coming  to  the  schools  as  a re- 
sult of  this  movement.  Schools  and  teachers,  homes  and 
schools  will  be  in  closer  touch  because  of  it. 
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THE  EVENING  SCHOOL. 

Probably  no  part  of  the  money  spent  upon  our  schools 
pays  a better  dividend  per  dollar  of  investment  than  that  upon 
the  work  in  the  evening  schools.  As  a recent  editorial  in  the 
Leader  well  says,  “Here  we  can  witness  the  future  America 
in  the  making,  a sight  without  parallel  in  the  history  of  the 
world.  We  have  more  variety  of  tribes  and  peoples  ming- 
ling with  ourselves  than  were  found  in  the  old  Roman  Em- 
pire. These  are  to  be  made  citizens  and  they  will  greatly 
change  the  character  of  our  people  making  it  more  cosmo- 
politan and  less  narrow  and  provincial.  The  English  lan- 
guage, and  love  of  liberty  and  the  English  institutions  will  pre- 
vail, but  the  British  stolidity  and  contempt  of  everything  for- 
eign will  disappear.” 

At  the  present  time  the  school  is  well  patronized  the 
largest  attendance  on  any  one  night  being  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine.  This  record  considering  the  fact  that  the  mills 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  are  running  with  small  forces  of 
help  is  significant.  It  goes  to  show  that  the  foreign  element 
in  our  community  are  eager  to  secure  the  best  education 
available  for  them ; that  they  are  trying  to  become  intelligent 
American  citizens,  and  that  the  efforts  and  expense  which 
this  city  is  making  are  not  in  vain. 

Several  of  the  pupils  who  attended  the  school  last  winter 
continued  their  work  throughout  the  spring,  summer  and 
autumn  months,  up  to  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  school 
this  winter  under  private  teachers.  Their  interest  had  been 
kindled  to  such  an  extent  that  they  have  been  willing  to  pay 
for  instruction  in  order  to  continue  it.  As  a result  of  this 
kind  of  work,  one  young  man,  an  Armenian  has  secured  ad- 
mission to  a private  academy  and  is  to  enter  dt  next  April. 
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We  cannot  place  too  much  emphasis  on  this  line  of  our 
school  work,  because  in  it  we  are  reaching  those  of  our  com- 
munity who  need  most  to  be  reached.  Let  us  do  more  of  it 
rather  than  less. 

THE  FINANCIAL  SIDE. 

A comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the  department  this 
year  with  those  of  last  year  will  show  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  two  of  the  three  lines  into  which  they  are  divided. 
The  salaries  for  this  year  amounted  to  thirty-eight  thousand 
eight  hundred  ninety-seven  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  an 
increase  in  the  salary  account  over  that  of  last  year  of  twelve 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  two  cents.  There  were 
expended  for  supplies  this  year  four  thousand  two  hundred 
eighty-five  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents,  an  increase  of  five 
hundred  thirty-five  dollars  and  sixty-nine  cents.  For  fuel 
three  thousand  twenty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents  was  the 
cost  this  year  as  against  three  thousand  four  hundred  forty- 
seven  dollars  and  eighty -two  cents  last  year  a decrease  of  four 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents. 

The  entire  net  increase  of  the  expenses  connected  with 
the  maintenance  of  the  public  schools  outside  of  the  cost 
of  repairs  and  alterations,  this  year  over  last,  is  twelve  hund- 
red and  ninety-six  dollars  and  forty-one  cents.  The  total 
cost,  not  including  the  repairs  was  forty-six  thousand  two 
hundred  ten  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents.  The  total  appropria- 
tion for  this  department  was  as  follows : Salaries,  thirty- 
eight  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars , supplies,  nine  hundred 
dollars  and  the  income  ($2574.86) ; fuel  three  thousand  dol- 
lars. Total  appropriations,  forty-five  thousand  three  hund- 
red seventy-four  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents.  There  is 
therefore  an  overdraft  of  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five  dol- 
lars and  seventy-eight  cents. 
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It  is  interesting  at  this  point  to  notice  the  figures  which 
were  submitted  to  the  City  Council  at  the  time  the  appropria- 
tions were  made  and  which  represented  the  request  of  the 
Committee  as  to  their  needs  for  the  year  which  has  now 
closed.  They  are  as  follows : 

After  a careful  estimate  of  what  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ment would  be  for  the  next  year  the  City  Council,  on  Febru- 
ary 19th  last  were  asked  to  appropriate  forty-six  thousand 
five  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  twelve  cents,  less 
an  estimated  income  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars.  In 
other  words  the  amount  asked  for  was  what  it  was  thought 
the  department  would  cost  for  the  year.  That  amount  was 
only  two  hundred  dollars  from  what  it  did  cost.  Had  it  been 
appropriated  there  would  have  been  no  overdraft. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the 
principal  of  the  High  School,  the  principal  of  the  Training 
School,  the  principal  of  the  Evening  School,  the  supervisors 
of  music,  drawing  and  domestic  science.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 

SCHOOL. 


To  Mr.  E.  L.  Willard, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  school  for  the  past  year,  two 
things  are  brought  forcibly  to  mind;  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  and  the  great  change  in  the  teaching  force. 

This  year  the  school  opened  with  394  pupils.  Last  year 
the  number  was  361  and  the  year  before  that  318,  an  increase 
of  over  70  in  two  years.  This  increase  has  added  greatly  to 
the  work  of  the  teachers  and  made  it  difficult  to  do  individual 
work  with  the  pupils. 

The  capacity  of  the  building  is  taxed  to  the  utmost.  An 
additional  room  was  finished  in  the  basement,  increasing  the 
seating  capacity  by  fifty-five  seats.  This  increase  was  insuffi- 
cient and  we  are  still  compelled  to  accommodate  some  pupils 
with  chairs  at  tables  in  the  front  of  the  room.  Another  room 
and  another  teacher  will  be  needed  at  the  opening  of  next 
year.  Permanent  seats  should  be  put  in  the  room  now  used 
as  a dressing  room  and  a teacher  placed  in  charge. 

In  regard  to  the  changes  in  the  teaching  force,  only 
three  teachers  are  left  who  have  served  the  school  two  years. 
Last  year  five  new  teachers  began  work  in  the  school.  Last 
September  four  new  teachers  began  their  work  here  and  the 
fifth  is  expected  in  February. 

Last  summer  Miss  Bonart,  Miss  Goldsmith  and  Miss 
,Chilcott  severed  their  connection  with  this  school  to  accept 
positions  in  the  Boston  schools.  These  teachers  had  stood 
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the  test  of  several  years  of  service  in  the  school  and  pupils 
and  parents  alike  recognized  their  worth.  They  were  all 
three  able  as  instructors,  tactful  in  discipline  and  deservedly 
popular  in  the  school.  Their  loss  to  the  school  is  most  keenly 
felt. 

The  teachers  chosen  to  fill  these  vacancies  are  given 
work  as  follows:  Maude  B.  Randall,  a graduate  of  Smith, 
German  and  College  preparatory  French;  John  A.  Backus,  a 
graduate  of  Tufts,  Mathematics ; Ella  W'.  Burnham,  French. 
Miss  Sullivan  is  absent  for  the  year  and  Miss  Eleanor  J. 
Little,  a graduate  of  Smith,  is  carrying  on  her  work  in  a very 
acceptable  manner. 

Last  year  the  School  chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Adams,  gave  the  cantata,  “Joan  of  Arc,”  before  a large  and 
appreciative  audience  in  City  Hall.  They  were  assisted  by 
soloists  secured  through  Mr.  Mollenhauer  and  an  orchestra  of 
ten  players  of  the  Boston  Festival  Orchestra.  The  chorus 
again  sang  at  the  April  Concert  given  by  the  Boston  Festival 
Orchestra.  This  training  of  the  past  few  years  has  been  of 
great  value  to  the  work  of  the  school.  Never  since  my  con- 
nection with  the  school  has  the  chorus  done  such  good  work 
as  they  are  doing  at  the  present  time.  They  are  now  prepar- 
ing their  annual  concert  when  they  will  give  “The  Holy  City,” 
assisted  by  soloists  and  the  same  orchestra  as  last  year. 

! The  speaking  contest  for  the  Merrill  prizes  was  held 
April  second.  The  judges,  Mr.  William  E.  Chase  of  this  city. 
Principal  J.  A.  Pitman  of  the  Salem  Normal  School  and  Prin- 
cipal H.  K.  Whitaker  of  the  Salem  High  School,  awarded  the 
prizes  as  follows:  Boys’  first,  Boyd  B.  Jones  ; second,  Clarence 
K.  Reiman.  Girls’  first,  Grace  L.  Langley  ; second,  Elsie  M. 
Reiman. 
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Following  the  contest  for  the  Merrill  prizes  our  school 
joined  in  a prize  speakng  contest  with  the  Amesbury, 
Georgetown,  West  Newbury  and  Groveland  High  Schools  at 
Groveland.  Our  school  was  represented  by  Clarence  K.  Rei- 
man and  Margaret  A.  Atwood,  each  of  whom  won  first  prize 
in  their  respective  contests. 

Much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  rhetorical  work  and 
it  is  with  regret  that,  due  to  the  increased  work  put  upon  the 
teachers,  we  are  compelled  to  give  less  attention  to  this  work 
than  last  year. 

The  work  of  drawing  in  the  school  demands  attention.  I 
find  that  more  pupils  entering  the  scientific  colleges  fail  in 
descriptive  geometry  than  in  any  other  subject.  An  increased 
amount  of  time  should  be  given  to  this  subject  and  credit  to- 
ward the  diploma  given  the  same.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
giving  to  the  school  an  increased  amount  of  the  supervisor’s 
time  or  giving  our  attention  exclusively  to  mechanical  work. 
I hesitate  to  mention  the  second  alternative  because  of  the 
presence  in  the  school  of  so  many  doing  such  excellent  work 
in  freehand.  Nearly  every  year  we  have  one  or  more 
enter  the  art  school  and  their  need  should  receive  considera- 
tion. 

Graduation  exercises  were  held  in  City  Hall,  June  26. 
Of  the  54  members  of  the  class  four  returned  for  the  five 
years’  college  course,  thirteen  entered  college,  five  entered 
the  Training  School  and  four  have  returned  to  the  school  for 
post  graduate  work. 

The  Toppan  prize  was  awarded  to  Hazel  M.  Fowler. 
The  committee  of  award  consisted  of  Robert  E.  Burke  and 
Ernest  Foss.  The  prize  was  awarded  for  the  best  written  ex- 
amination in  Civil  Government. 
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At  the  opening  of  school  in  September  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  were  admitted  from  the  grammar  school.  One 
hundred  and  twenty  were  admitted  upon  the  recommendation 
of  their  former  teachers  and  twenty'two  upon  examination.

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


To  Mr.  E.  L.  Willard, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  greatest  need  of  our  City  Training  School  is  room, 
more  room,  room  for  two  distinct  purposes. 

First,  room  for  the  recitation  of  the  children ; these  are 
now  being  held  in  the  cloak  rooms  which  are  not  at  all 
adapted  to  the  purpose  of  class  work,  being  small,  poorly 
ventilated  and  dark. 

Second,  room  for  the  recitations  of  the  pupil  teachers. 
This  need  is  more  felt  than  ever  before  since  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupil  teachers. 

The  only  available  place  for  these  recitations  is  a small 
room  known  as  the  office.  This  room  is  half  way  between 
the  two  floors  with  no  breathing  space  and  so  poorly  lighted 
that  artiflcial  light  is  needed  nearly  all  the  time.  It  is  too* 
small  for  the  sixteen  teachers  to  meet  in  conference.  There 
is  also  no  chance  whatever  for  written  work  to  be  done. 

A room  fitted  for  the  normal  work  of  the  school  might 
be  arranged  at  a small  expense  by  remodeling  the  small  brick 
building  in  the  rear  of  the  Kelley  School  building. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  School  Board  held  in  June,  sev- 
eral changes  were  made  that  affected  this  school ; the  admis- 
sion of  candidates  to  occur  but  once  a year  and  the  number 
changed  from  twelve  to  sixteen.  This  means  only  one  class 
to  be  graduated  a year.  The  change  also  affected  the  amount 
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paid  to  the  pupil  teachers.  Only  those  who  had  been 
graduated  from  our  city  High  School  are  entitled  to  any 
compensation  and  those  only  during  the  second  year.  The 
pupil  teachers  are  also  to  be  ready  to  substitute  at  any  time 
in  the  city  schools,  at  no  extra  expense  to  the  city. 

When  one  considers  these  two  changes  of  salary  and  the 
substituting  without  pay,  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  aside 
from  the  other  benefits  it  is  to  our  city,  it  is  surely  an  econo* 
mic  arrangement. 

It  teaches  four  schools,  provides  for  the  substitute  work 
in  our  schools  and  helps  many  of  our  young  ladies  to  be  able 
to  be  self  supporting,

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EVENING  SCHOOL. 


Mr.  E.  L.  Willard, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  large  attendance  at  the  evening  school  and  the  in- 
creasing interest  of  the  public  show  that  the  policy  of  improv- 
ing the  evening  school  in  the  course  of  study  and  the  in- 
creased length  of  term  are  appreciated. 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  advanced  work  and  prepar- 
ing to  take  the  Civil  Service  examinations  is  increasing. 
There  is  room  to  develop  this  part  of  the  usefulness  of  the 
evening  school. 

The  larger  part  of  the  pupils  are  the  people  who  have 
come  to  us  from  foreign  countries  and  have  to  be  taught  to 
speak  the  English  language. 

The  following  list  will  give  you  some  idea  how  cosmopol- 
itan we  are.  Of  the  total  enrollment  of  i86  there  are  34  Rus- 
sians, 18  Austrians,  20  Canadians,  20  Greeks,  12  Italians,  8 
Turks,  5 Armenians,  i German,  i Irishman  and  67  Ameri- 
cans. 

In  order  to  improve  this  part  of  the  work,  we  need  ob- 
jects for  objective  teaching  and  more  room  so  that  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  have  two  or  three  teachers  in  a room. 

The  text  books  that  are  used  in  these  classes  are  the 
same  as  used  by  pupils  five  or  six  years  old,  so  naturally  the 
subject  matter  is  incongruous  for  men  and  women  from 
twenty  to  forty  years  of  age. 
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The  school  lost  by  death,  two  very  efficient  teachers 
Mrs.,  Adams  and  Miss  Badger. 

The  present  teachers  are  Flora  Pettigrew,  C.  Louise 
Woodbury,  Elizabeth  Walsh,  Edith  M.  Merrill,  Alberta  K. 
Winslow,  Cora  O.  Jaques,  Gertrude  E.  Nelson,  Vera  Castle- 
him  and  the  principal.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC.

Mr.  E.  L.  Willard,  Superintendent. 

With  the  exception  of  the  interruption,  caused  by  ill- 
ness, last  spring,  my  work  in  the  schools  has  proceeded  in 
systematic  order. 

In  many  respects  the  work  has  been  practically  the  same 
as  in  previous  years. 

Weaver  slips  for  use  in  the  third  grades,  have  been  intro- 
duced, and  have  proved  to  be  beneficial,  supplying,  as  they 
do,  individual  work  in  sight  reading  for  each  child. 

Much  more  such  material  might  be  used  to  good  ad- 
vantage and  that  for  use  in  the  ninth  grades  is  most  essential. 

The  result  of  that  which  has  been  accomplished  in  the 
nine  grades  is  perhaps  best  shown  in  the  work  of  the  High 
School  Chorus. 

The  little  difficulty  which  they  have  in  reading  Parker’s 
“Harold  Harfagar”  and  “The  Holy  City”  by  Gaul,  is  surpris- 
ing and  most  gratifying,  and  each  grade  teacher  may  well 
feel  proud  of  his  or  her  share  in  the  preparation  for  this  work. 
At  present,  work  is  in  progress  for  the  annual  concert,  which 
we  hope  to  give  in  the  near  future,  when  we  trust  the  public 
will  be  as  generous  in  its  patronage  as  last  year. 

Through  the  influence  of  Mr.  Mollenhauer,  because  of 
his  interest  in  the  musical  life  of  our  city,  we  are  enabled  to 
secure  talent  for  these  concerts  which  we  could  not  other- 
wise afford. 

To  the  management  of  our  Choral  Union  we  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  for  the  kindly  interest  they  have  mani- 
fested in  many  ways.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

To  Mr.  E.  L.  Willard,  “ ’ 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  school  year  opened  with  a drawing  exhibition  held 
at  the  Agricultural  Fair  of  Newburyport  and  consisted  of 
■samples  of  drawing,  painting  and  of  some  manual  work  from 
every  public  school  room  in  the  city,  a large  majority  of  the 
children  being  represented. 

In  many  respects  this  exhibition  was  crude,  mainly  be- 
cause of  the  infancy  of  the  art  in  the  city.  In  many  respects 
it  was  good,  due  to  the  honest  efforts  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

Another  exhibition  will  be  held,  I expect,  the  coming 
fall.  We  trust  that  a big  improvement  will  be  sEown  be- 
cause we  are  trying  to  teach  the  “music  fine  of  a perfect  line”. 
In  one  thing  I have  found  a decided  improvement  this  year. 
The  pupils  are  becoming  more  able  to  help  themselves.  They 
are  beginning  to  see,  more  clearly,  the  end  desired  and  are  be- 
coming more  capable  in  self  improvement  towards  that  end. 
That  is  as  it  should  be  and  I have  the  teachers  to  thank,  in  a 
large  measure,  for  it.  I doubt  if  any  drawing  teacher  in  the 
state  has  a more  pleasant  group  of  teachers  to  help  her  in  her 
work.  Willingness  and  conscientiousness  seem  the  watch- 
words in  all  branches  of  their  school  work  and  I thank  them 
heartily  for  thie  help  which  they  have  given  me  in  mine. 

The  Superintendent  and  the  School  Board  have  been 
most  kind  in  many  ways.  I wish  to  say  that  I appreciate 
whatever  they  have  been  able  to  do  for  me  in  my  work.  If  I 
were  to  find  fault  with  anything,  it  would  be  with  the  lack  of 
material  with  which  to  do  really  good  work,  in  comparison 
with  other  cities  of  the  state,  and  in  the  High  School  branch 
I could  complain  of  lack  of  time. 
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The  boys  who  go  from  here  to  the  Scientific  Schools 
are  handicapped  in  their  knowledge  of  drawing  because  so 
little  time  can  be  put  upon  it  and  because  so  little  practical 
work  can  be  done.  Each  boy,  who  can  arrange  to  take  the 
drawing,  has  a forty-five  minute  period  a week.  Many  of 
them  cannot  take  the  work.  Several  students,  mostly  girls, 
also,  recently  have  gone  from  our  High  School  to  Art 
Schools ; but  they  are  not  prepared  as  they  should  be  on  ac- 
count of  the  small  amount  of  time  allowed  for  the  work. 

Of  course  the  ideal  way  would  be  to  have  a drawing 
teacher  established  permanently  at  the  High  School.  Draw- 
ing is  a more  important  study  than  most  of  us  realize.  Im- 
portant to  the  child  not  artistic,  as  well  as  to  the  child  artis- 
tic. When  we  can  see  it  applied  in  daily  life  we  begin  to 
understand  the  position  it  holds  in  our  course  of  study. 

For  myself,  I wish  to  say  that  I am  trying  to  eliminate 
everything  in  my  course  that  will  not  and  cannot  help  the 
child  in  some  way  in  practical  life.  I am  not  trying  to  make 
artists ; I am  trying  to  help  artisans.  And  I am  also  trying 
to  give  each  and  every  one  a love  of  accuracy  and  a knowl- 
edge of  the  beauties  of  the  ordinary  natural  objects  sur- 
rounding him  in  his  daily  life. 

The  hop©  of  our  nation  is  the  child,  and  we  who  are 
working  in  tihe  “Great  Uplift,”  are  searching  for  the  best 
tools  with  which  to  work,  for  the  best  way  in  which  to  work. 
To  help  us  in  this  we  want  encouragement  from  the  parent. 
We  have  done  our  best,  I think,  but  what  we  have  done  in  the 
past  is  not  very  much  compared  with  what  we  hope  to  do  in 
future,  and  “hope  smiles  upon  the  threshold  of  the  year  to 
come.”

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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

To  Mr.  E.  L.  Willard, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  lessons  in  Domestic  Science  have  been  given  in  the 
Purchase  Street  building  and  in  the  Ashland  Street  Ward 
Room. 

The  girls  from  the  eighth  grades  are  instructed  in  cook- 
ing and  those  from  the  sixth  and  seventh  grades  are  taught 
the  theory  and  practice  of  plain  sewing. 

The  same  general  outline  of  work  has  been  followed,  but 
from  year  to  year  the  details  are  somewhat  changed. 

Sixty-nine  girls  attended  the  cooking  school.  The  cur- 
riculum for  these  classes  includes  the  study  of  food  materials 
their  classification  composition  and  nutritive  value,  and  the 
relation  of  food  to  the  body. 

An  exhibition  was  given  in  May,  to  which  the  parents 
and  the  public  were  invited  to  inspect  the  articles  cooked  by 
the  pupils. 

Needle  work  has  long  been  acknowledge  to  be  an  im- 
portant part  of  our  girls’  education. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-four  pupils  attended  the  sewing 
school.  The  time  is  so  limited  that  only  plain  sewing  is  at- 
tempted, button  holes,  basting,  stitching,  hemming,  dress  and 
stocking  darning,  patching,  etc.,  with  the  cutting  of  simple 
garments. 

The  entire  course  tends  to  train  the  eye  and  hand  and 
to  cultivate  the  habit  of  industry. 

The  exhibition  of  sewing  was  held  in  connection  with  the 
cooking  school  exhibition.

The  census  shows  a gain  of 
14  children  over  last  year.  During  the  month  of  January  I 
was  unabe  to  do'  any  work  owing  to  my  illness.
